The venerable head, 
Dr. Marks, and his lady, feeling the néed of 
repose, placed the buildings in our hands, to 
which we moved from Columbia, with our 
boarding pupils. 

We had around us the daughters of many 
families of the southern states, the loveliest 
flowers that could adorm a nation, as well as 
the fireside of cultivated homes. 

The scouts of General Hampton giving in 
formation that General Sharman. undoubtedly 
aimed.at Columbia, the question became very 
perious how to protect the dear young beings 
placed under our charge, and we resolved to 
send them with a fow exceptions te North 
Carolina. 

Willing and trustworthy protectors we found 
at once in Columbia, for many persons of 
standing, as well as military men, felt the ne- 
cessity of sudden flight, and to some of them 
we confided these precious young beings. 
Packing of trunks, the certainty of approach- 
ing dangers, the fear lest they might fafl in 
reaching their homes in safety, all these occu- 
pations and varied powerful emotions kept our 
little community during the entire day in a 
state of agitation; until the long train of oars, 
stopping at Barhamyille depot (where already 
a mountain of trunks was ready), arrived to 
receive our pupils on board. 

We had still some ladies with us, whose 
parents were residing in the upper part of 
8 outh Carolina. They were lovely children, 
doubly dear to us, by long friendship with 
their parents. Tosend them safely to their 
homes, was now my first duty, and I rode at 
an early hour to Columbia, to find a convey- 
ance. For, some time my endeavors wers 
fruitless, until I saw the son-.of Major Lips- 
contb, a cotsin of the young ladies. I 
beckoned that I - wished to see 
him, and on approaching, asked him, 
to find .at any cost or pains a safe 
conveyance for hig cousins. He informed me, 
that Governor Bonham’s carriage imust just be 
a the Congaree bridge on its way to 

iewberry. Not a moment was to be lost; so 
without ceremony I requested a friend just ad. 
vancing on horseback, to permit Frank using 
his horse for a short time; then I told the 
young man toride withthe utmost speed to 
reach the carriage, and with it return directly 
to Barhamville, and take his cousins on the 
safest way to their homes. 

The yeung soldier acted upon my suggestion 
with as much promptness as discretion; the 
carriage secured, he returned directly to Bar . 
hamvillie, The young ladies had only a few 
moments to gather the necessary clothing ; the 
faithful housekeeper provided our youthful 
refugees with some provisions, and upon my re- 
turn to my home I met the travelers, already on 
their way to Newberry. Tiflis meeting and im- 
mediate parting was very touching; they were 
so eager to meet their friends, yet fearful to 
fall into the advancing enemy’s hands. 

Columbia. which I had just left, presented a 
picture of commotion no pen could depict. 
Military men hastening to join their posts; 
goods of all sorts sent to the cars in such quan. 
tities that no transportation could beh for 
them.’ Car after car left with the officials of 
the treasury department, and hundreds cf in- 
dividuals who feared to be captured by the 
enemy. 

The great anxiety removed to have our pu- 
pils in safety, (as far as we could see) and as 
such extravagant stories were reported of the 
excesses of the federal troops, I thought now 
of saving provisions and other valuables. 
Where should we hide them? We had no 
pooner g near us, and the negroes could not 

e trusted, so we relied on our own strength 


. and carried our provisions into the attic, un- 


der tho roof, tearing off boards, while we 
placed others on to hide them, to our own 
satisfaction, We considered these safe, unless 
fire should sweep everything away. <A box 
with silver,savhich would have been safer in 
the building, we, after serious reflection, 
entrusted tethe negro cook—for, thought we, 
would these great champions of liberty, these 
advocates of general emancipation, touch the 
negro’s trunks, or chests?—oh no, that would 
have been too flagrant a contradiction of their 
boasted philanthropy! So the box was hidden 
among the garments of ourcolored domestic, 
who really proved herself honest enough in 
that instance. 

The advance of Sherman and the imperfect 
breastworks along th. Congaree fiver, drove a 
large number of peuple from-that locality, 
seeking shelter im other parts: They came 
like a heavy tide upon us. We gave them the 
large drawing-room and several other adjoin- 
The feeling 


they found themsel\es sheltered in these com - 
fortable quarters, ana 13 the evening advanced 
we were amused by the noise and merriment 
of these refugees. The near approach of shells 
andthe incessant cannonading drove them, 
however, at the dawn of day, to more distant 
places, while we remained. 

Imust recur now to the erifer part of 
Thursday, when Captain Strawins*i, ove of 
the exiles of the Polish revolution of 1830, 
wished to speak to me; he was our nea, neigh- 
bor, and for several years a teacher in our in- 
siitutions at Barhamville and Columbia. He 
informed mé that Captain A., the son of an 
honored governor of South Carolina, had 
charged him with the protection of Mrs, A., 
his lady, and his widowed sister. This sur- 

rised me considerably, as Captain 8S. — a 

ut I 
presently learned that this was at the com- 
mand of a superior Free Mason to a brother 
Mason. He requested that these ladies should 
find a refuge with us, and I assented, of 
course, most cheerfully—trusting, nay, even 
certain; that we should not be much molested. 
This was my opinion as a European lady, who 
relied upon the hohor of the military profes- 
sion in respecting women and private property. 

In asking for our friend’s own fainily, he 
confessed that he felt great anxiety regarding 
his daughter; the boys, quite a number, would 
take care of their mother’ We begyed he 
would send Miss Bell to us, also; and with her 
our number became largar, and we found her 
@ ixyg Polish woman in courage. and determi- 
pation. 

Sherman had now taken his position opposite 
Columbia, and the shelling and cannonading 
were incessant. 

Like a man who catches at any appearance 
of help, we followed the advice of Mr. 

trawinski, to have a Free Mason’s flag, (very 

tily manufactured) on the front door and 
rear passages ; and they received soon after the 
curses of several troops of soldiers, saying but 
for those ‘‘rags’’ the house would be burnt to 
ashes atany moment. 

We, who for the first time witnessed ade. 
feated army, and the distress of men fleeing 
fronrthe enemy, felt great sympathy for them, 
A number of our most respected citizens gave 
us, in passing, affectionate messages for their 
friends, and-to us a kind farewell, whilst: we 
already heard the drum, the dig of the enter- 
ing enemy; 4nd the work of the incendiary 
bag already Begun. - ,

‘Through the exertions of Dr. ‘Marks, the 
pe rietor of Barbamville, who had remained 
n the town, guards were procured, who during 
the da y succeeded in protecting us 
from the many attempts of the soldiery to rifle 


and burn the female college. Our. protectors 


proving of unequal temperaments and dispost- 
tions, as soldiers—only one may be said to 
have been active in the discharge of his duty 
—and, if my readers_will pardon a slight di 
gression from the main narrative, this was 
owing toa concurrence of circumstances at 
once touching and amusing. 

The sight was very grand, for it was a large 
mansion, and quite near to Barhamville; but 
grander and more impressing was the heroic 
calmness with which the ladies of this man- 
ston .contemplated the destruction of the old 
homestead of their family, with all that wealth 
and desire for comfort had been enabled to ac- 
cumulate. These ladies stood perfectiy com- 
posed upon the-rear of our piazza. 

Finding the guard to whom I refer pleasant 
and kindly inclined (the other two were 
dogged, mean looking men), we entered into 
conversation with him about bis political 
views, his native state, and found that he was 
a Tennesseean, and resided at Knoxville. 

This brought to.our mind the recollection of 
the Rev. Mr. H., whose acquaintance we had 
mude some — since—a gentleman who 

| combined with 

and refinement, We made inquiries regard- 
ing’ out friend, ‘and’ were informed by 
our new protector that Mr. H. had died before 
the war, and that his father (the guard’s) had 
furnished the coftin on the sad occasion. 

Owing to that simple connection of facts we 
found a sympathizing protector and friend, 
without whom we should have been that night 
subjected to who knows what suffering ?—cer- 
tainly to the loss of all we possessed. 

Colambia was then enveloped in one sheet 
of flame; we could hear the cries and lamenta- 
tions of the people, even at this great distance. 
It wasa terrible night! Soon the building of 
Captain A., whose wife and sister had taken 
refuge with us, was set on fire by the soldiers; 
they watched the flames as they rose; but 
there was a deeper anxiety in their hearts; 
their minds followed the retreat of their hus- 
band and brother, and the flight oftheir 
daughters, who were subsequently overtaken 
by the invaders and subjected to great hard- 
ship and mortification. 

Whilst with horror and indignation we 
watched all these scenes, Mr. Strawinski 
rushed toward us, and in a greatly excited 
state of mind. He had remained at his post, 
at Captain A.’s residence, until convinced 
that nothing could be saved by his interven- 
tion. Noappealson his part could divert the 
fury of the soldiery. The scenes enacted at 
that dwelling in connection with the negro 
servants are not fit for female pen to dwell 
upon ; yet that same soldiery has n lauded 
to the skies for their moderation and virtues, 
and has been styled the finest body of 
troops in the world! The finest body, indeed, 
when we understand by it a band of most ex- 
pert robbers and incendiaries. The negroes, 
informing the soldiers of valuable wines stored 
away, thus was giventhe signalto general 
bacchanals. When the intoxicated servants 
disclused to the revelling soldiery the hiding 
place of the family silverware and other valu- 
ables, the tumult reached its height. Suspicion 
seemed to have taken hold of the minds 
of the soldiers that poison might be 
mixed with the tempting bottles. 
Before they tasted, Mr. Strawinski was first 
compelled to drink of each kind. Being a 
temperate man, and totally averse to low asso- 
ciations, he resisted, but with threats and 
blows, he was compelled to yield. At last the 
negroes themselves became thoroughly dis- 
gusted, and although enriched by the booty 
the soldiers could not carry off—which was 
generously given them bythe robbers—they 
vowed vengeance for the base treatment their 
women had been subjected to. 

. Now, a wave of that corrupted mass, in- 
flamed by liquor and every other excess, moy- 
ed towards our home, Barhamville. There 
were about eighty men. They were led bya 
tall negro; one of those towering individuals 
we meet sometimes. He held in one handa 
torch, in the othera large cow-hide; and he 
demanded of me to examine the basement, 
rtly open, as they knew Captain A.’s lady 
ad hidden some valuables here. The ladies 
being too much frightened, only one of my 
daughters could come to my assistance. The 
other nad to guard the front door of the build- 
ing, Whilst some of the ladies endeavored to 
wake up the guards, who had gone to sleep, 
(it was then eleven o’clock.) 

This attempt we resisted, by what power I 
do not now understand; for we were in a vast 
crowd of, shall I say men, or furious beasts? 
until our Tennessean friend came to our assis- 
tance. The other guards pretended to be still 
asleep. 

It was some time before that rabble could be 
made to understand that there was a federal 
soldier present; and only after he stfuck his 
bayonet violently upen the ground, threaten- 
ing toreport them for contempt of military 
orders, they slunk away. 

Still, party after party came upon the 
grounds, looking with malicious eyes upon 
@he large building, so tempting to their cupid- 
ity. 

Toward two o’clock in the morning we heard 


rection of our stables, a considerable -dtstance 
from the main buiiding,i hasterred to the spot. 
Under ordinary circumstances such an under 

taking would have caused great hesitation of 
mind ;but we were aroused to such a degree of 
energy and indignation that we had becofhe 
unmindful of our persoual safety.. I found at 
the stables more than twenty men _ with 
torches, axesand their muskets. They .were 
partly intoxicated and seemed to look ts ged 
out after their day’s work of destruction; 

when.I appeared, they looked with astonish. 

ment at the coming of a single lady, and really 
seemed then ashamed of themselves, as well 
as they might be. I asked them, ‘“‘What are 
you, thieves orsoldiers?’’ and told them, fur- 
thermore, that every person of honor must 
cousider them a disgrace to the military pro- 
fession ; although I felt in my heart that they 
had not the slightest conception of such a sen- 
timent. I still remember with considerable 
amusement, the attitude of that crowd, and 
the reply-of the chief.leader: ‘‘Yes, ma’am, 
yes, ma’am,’’ toall I said. When our East 
Tennessean came to my assistance, the axes of 
the assailants were already at rest. 

The following morning an _ individual 
entered the house with the air of a con- 
queror; It wasaMr. McDowell, a bloated, 
lymphatic looking man. Hie had nothing of 
manly politeness about him; he was either 

estitute of that natural deference which a gen- 
tleman pays to ladies; orin the style of Gen- 
eral Butler, he. considered ladies in sympa- 
thy with the southern cause unworthy of his 
urbanity. Whatever, though, his views or 
feelings were, he behaved very rudely. 

It was that very officer who afterwards ex- 
peeseoe his opinion at his headquarters, that 

edid-not- know why these European ladies 
should have that place left standing, when 
every other building in the neighborhood had 
been destroyed; and we believed that our re- 
newed troublés weré caused by that same in- 

vidual. 

During Saturday and Sunday the Charlotte 
| railroad was broken up, and we were continu- 
ally molested. Drunken and infuriated. sol- 
diers, some with sabrein hand, endeavored to 
open the side doors. Another hour brought a 
party of soldiers who were inclined to haraugue 
us 6n political questions. One among them, 
evidently not very fanatical on the negro 
question, made a regular stump speech, in 
which he endeavored to demonstrate that this 
country was destined only tor the white man 
and that the Indian, as well as the negro, had 
to be, or in the course of events would be, ex- 
terminated; furthermére,che expressed his 
own wish to have the entire negro race on an 
immense platform and power sufficient to 
blow them all to atoms. This latter remark 
was received with repeated cheets by his com- 
panions-in-arms. 3 

Like the. shifting of scenes in a pano- 
rama, only ashorttime passed, when on the 
front of the building appeared a party of Ger- 
mans on a foraging expedition. They, like the 
rest, de t ht to enter the house. 
aoe political — were ae at variance. 

me were union men, others democrats;

Some 
of us followed out friend, and to our astonish 
ment, found that some party had thrown fire 
brands under the stairs, which had already 
caught fire. - With the assistance of our ser- 
vants we were enabled to extinguish this fire, 
but we then despaired of ing to resist 
these incendiaries, and were expecting every 
moment to. be compelled to leave the home we 
had no power to save. “These” marauders 
threatened to kill the cook should she not tell 
them. where valuables or provisions were hid- 
den. Others went into the houses of the poor 
negro Women, cut and tore their bundles, and 
even cnt their clothes wantonly to pieces; and 
thus, unfortunately, our box with silver, con-

Toward evening there arrived directly from 

Columbia a number of officers; and seeing one 

of them wearing a Mason’s breastpin, I told 


be his duty to protect us from the marauders 
of his army. He seemed to hesitate, but 
having for such anemergency Mr. Sosnowski’s 
papers in hand, establishing his former con- 
nection with an American lodge,I placed them 
in his hands, again demanding _ protection. 
‘The party, howcver, left without -giving us a 
glimmer of hope, and we looked with terror 
/upon the declining day, when to our joy and 
relief a young gentleman came on a horse, 
telling us that a squad of men would presently 
arrive and that we should not be visturbed 
that night. 

Words could not express onr rel ef and 
gratitude. The young man, evidently of re- 
finement, received with great satisfaction the 
demonstrations of relief our little party ex- 
pressed. We gave him full leave to walk 
through the building, and, being young, his 
imagination perhaps depicted to him all the 
lovely southern young ladies, who only a short 
time since, made these halls resound with 
their musical exercises and cheerfulness. The 
promised guards arriying, they prepared their 
supper, to which we loaned all the assistance 


watched with interest the regular lights which 
lit up the entire horizon (as far as our view 
permitted) with the camp-fires of Sherman’s 
army. 

With the dawn of day, the reveille called 
our guards away; and we were reminded by 
the remarks of passing soldiers that the house 
was stillin danger. I determined, therefore, 
to walk to Columbia (Sunday wmorn- 
ing) at an early hour to obtain a guard; and 
soon after breadfast, accompanied by a few 
servants, I left Barhamville. The ap 
pearance of the citizens was despondent 
and weary. On reaching the Preston 
pretty, long the residence of General 

VYade Hampton, I felt that I was in the 
midst of military life; but I must here re- 
mark that it was not like meeting the martial 
bearing of trained soldiers, such as I have 
seen during grand reviews in Europe. They 
appeared to me rather like a kind of shamb- 
ling set of men; squating on the sidewalks, 
or in the squares made by the burned streets. 
It was difficult to pass, as these cavaliers had 
no idea of giving way toa lady. 

The outer gate of General Preston’s house 
was guarded by a soldier holding 
the United States’ flag. At my 
question if General Howard, or General Blair 
was in, the man could give me no satisfactory 
answer. I presume these gontlemen enjoyed 
then the sweet repose to which their glorious 
achievements entitled them. I passed in, how- 
ever, under another United States flag of im- 
— size floating over the front of the build- 
ng. 

The piazza was literally crowded with men— 
a vulgar, debauched set. They are still today 
clearly before me, after a period of more than 
ten years. The question arosein my mind, 
can there be one high-toned gentleman among 
them? I was met bya colored man, perhaps 
one of the family servants; he looked fright- 
ened and sad. 

The sitting room which I entered wie en- 
livened by various passing scenes. ‘It was 
crowded with women of the lofest sort, evi- 
dent)y arranging to gonorth with the army. Sey- 
eral officers came in with books and statuettes, 
in their hands, evidently considering what to 
pack up among their booty. These were their 
war trophies. I wonder whether they are not 
asbamed now to possess them. 

Seeing no prospect of attaining what I came 
for I left the place ; and now advancing through 
the city the work of destruction met my eyes. 
It was a saddening sight to see that once lovely 
city utterly in ruins. 

It would have struck the most careless ob~ 
server that all around the localities where 
headquarters wero established (these arrange- 
ments ‘were made through loyat whites, before 
Sherman entered) no buildings‘were destroyed 
nor were any attempts made to disturb the 
quiet enjoyment of Sherman and his officers 
during their stay in Columbia. ~~ -~-~~ 

The headquartérs of “General Wood being 
at the old family residence of General Green, 
we had only a few steps to reach it; We 
found the general surrounded by a motle 
crowd. Owing to some mistake of. se A friend, 
~y object to obtain a guard was defeated. 
Although in manner the general was nruch of 
a gentleman, I was ‘sorry to learn afterward 
that he stripped the old mansionof its paint- 
ings and many other valuablés, 

Unsuccessful so far in ae a gnard, I 
resolved to go to headquarters. Reaching that 
localitv—Mr. Myer’s property—I found the 
street virtually obstructed by soldiers of every 
grade; every one brimful of importance, It 
would have been interesting, had time per- 
mitted, to study the various characters of that 
crowd. The guard, a stately western man, 
held with great pride the often displayed flag 
of the stars and stripes; and being noe doubta 
good union man, it was natural that he 
should uphold with considerable satisfaction 
the emblem of his country, as it waa natural 
that I should at the time with deep regret, 
look upon the same standard of the founders 
of this republic, then waving in triumph over 
one of the blackest scenes of crime and deso- 
lation in the history of mankind. On being 
informed that General Sherman was in, I 
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threat unfinished. 

To my repeated request for a guard, General 
Sherman assured me there would be no need, 
as he-expected to leave the following morn- 

and therefore required the whole army to 
be at their posts. At this, I rose, saying that I 
would not detain him longer. e escorted me 
to the steps. - 

On my return home I met Dr. Fair. His

The accounts of these men were re ally 
interesting, and as in such uncommon scen,es 
of life the susceptibility of men finds amp e 
scope, there was a declaration of love, of love 
at first sight, before supper was over—the sub- 
ject of which was; of course, Miss Hannah. 

Towards eleven we heard yells from the di- 
rection of Columbia, and through the woods 
advanced acrowd of soldiers towards our 
residence. We immediately called our new 
friends to our assistanco. This startled the 
marauders, and they gradually slunk back in 
the shade of the forest. 

This was the end of our dangers from Sher- 
man’s troops. We owed our safety at least to 
these warm-hearted Irishmen, and I think 
now without them, our home would have 
shared that night the fate of all the resi- 
dences for miles around us. 


Spartan Sociology. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

Occasionally it does well to look backward. 
We do not know it all in our generation. The 
ancient had heroic treatments for sucial evils, 
and under the. barbarism that clothes many of 
their customs we may find the germs of 
wisdom. 

The Chicago Herald has this interesting 


item ; 

Every student of history knows that the 
Spartans worshipped the beautiful and the 
useful, and that they took the means to get 
them, Bodily perfection and mental activit 
were attained by well-appointed exercise an 
healthy parents. Thesickly and the consti- 
tutionally diseased were not allowed to marry ; 
the healthy were punished if a did not 
marry. Men that were unmarried after acer- 
tain age were excluded from the society of 
women, and once 4 year were exhibited in 
public as a warning to other and younger 
mon. Young men and young women were not 
allowed to marry before they bad attained ma- 
turity or cut loose from parental leading strings. 
This Spartan system, which was purely for the 
welfare of the state, was in force for five hun- 
dred years. and no braver nor stronger men, 
no more woe | nor more beautiful women, 
were ever seen than in old Sparta. Few would 
wish to see spartanism revived in these days, 
but we may learn some valuable lessons from 
that ancient state. We may also learn some- 
thing from our newly-born sister republic, 
Brazil, where there is a remarkable and self- 
imposed family custom in regard to marriages 
in the higher classes. The man about 
to marry is required to furnish a certificate 
from one or more physicians that he -is 
free froin diseases of acertain class, and that 
he is free also from all signs of any of the dis- 
eases that are transmissible to the offspring. 
and further than this, the physicians must 
testify that so far as they can learn there is no 
reason to believe that the marriage will be 
otherwise than in accord with sanitary laws. 
We, as a people, are taking more interest in 
the proper kinds of physical culture than be- 
fore. Our women are coming to know that 
they can dress just as well without distorting 
their bodies and imperiling their health. But 
the day of the. truly sanitary marriage is a 
long way off. Meanwhile, a great many peo- 
ple are getting married that should remain 
single. 


A Relic of the War. 


Captain Tip Harrison had an interesting 
war relic at the capitol Friday, It wagan old bat- 
tle flag-worn thin and pierced by many holes. The 
story ofthe flag was told by Captain Harrison: 
‘*‘When the war firat-broke out,’’ he said, “I was a 
boy of 17 and was living in Bartow.county. There 
were a number of boys ot my own age who were 
anxious to join the. army. These boys organized 
into a company and w2 called ourselves the Bar- 
tow Cadets. When, however, the time came for us 
to go to the front, many of the boys ’parents would 
not let them go because they were so young. 
I had thirty-five left, however, and with these 
I meant to report for duty. In Bartow at that 
time a company of older men had been formed 
underthe command of Captain Redding. They 
were called the Stewart Guards, I consolidated my 
company with the older one, and we took the name 
of the Bertow Guards, I was first lieutenant of the 
al company. Just before marching away Miss 

lorida Fort, whoisnow Mrs. William A. Rawson, 
made the flag and presented it to us. Genera] Clem- 
ent A. Evans was offered the itton of major of 
the Thirty- first ia Regiment if he could 
bring two Companies. into the serviée. He took 
our company for one and raised another, but we 
were still known as the Bartow Guards, and carried 
this flag, which had been presentedto me as our 
company colors, until theesafederate battle flag was 
acenec. then sent tthome to my mother, and she 
bas t it 46 a memento ever since.

Can the Race Problem be Solved? 
Professor Henry A, Scomp in the Forum, 
Professor Scomp approaches the question 
from the standpoint of a pessimist. His pic- 
ture of the situation is over drawn and difti- 
culties, which are generally admitted to be the

greatest any people ever confronted, are exag- | 


gerated. The conception of the situation 
might almost be called historic. The Anglo- 
Saxon race has always been willing to face the 
facts and have never shirked the responsi- 
bility of any situation, but surely it is 
not in this nervous spirit, that it has 
won so many victories and solved so 
many hard problems for humanity.- We need 
the spirit that abides its time with the patience 
and the courage to do what must be done 
wisely and well. In 1852, when the slaves of 
Cape Colony had been emancipated eighteen 
years, the Duke of Wellington wrote in his 
private correspondence, ‘‘The whole colored 
population is disaffected and in a state of in- 
surrection. The European population fs to 
the last degree incensed. There is servile and 
civil war in the colony. But in England we 
are never satisfied with anything excepting 
entire success. In circumstances such as ex- 
ist at the cape, time is required to prove any 
result which our impatient working is willing 
to grant.’’ 

Here the difficulties of the situation were 
made greater by a rebellion against the mother 
country. Had the affair been on as grand a 
scale their problem would have been as great 
as ours. But even with that small population, 
in these circumstances the conquerer of Na- 
poleon believed that time Was necessary to 
‘‘prove’’ any result with whieh the nation 
would be satisfied. There isa logic in events 
that sheds light on every problem. Knotty 
questions that -one legislature cannot 
settle, are frequently decided easily 
and satisfactorily a few years later. 
The happenings of thp meantime have made 
the way plain; and by common concert a wise 
verdict is rendered, 

Such words as the following, while there is 
some trath in them, are yet so extravagant as 
to give an outsider a false idea of the situation. 
Representing some of the worst elements of 
both races, the picture leaves out the vast§ma- 
jority of whites and blacks who, as ‘guod citi- 
zens, are patiently waiting a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the question and in the meantime are 
working day by day on the same farms, in the 
same shops, orjas master and{servant.

A negro ravisher of a 
white woman seldom comes to trial, This face an- 
tagonism mnst increase, for its cause is permanent 
and potently active, Time cannot allay its heat, 
for two forever separtte and distinct races of eiti- 
zens will continue to face each other and to strug- 

le for office and mastery, On the same soll there 
8 no possible relief from this friction and its conse- 
quences, 

Separation here is in the’ interest of peace; yet 
this separation renders racial distinction still more 
emphatic and pronounced. A ‘‘dead line’ runs 
through church, school, politics, and business rela- 
tions, as well as through gocial life. How can it be 
oe : 

at may be the result of this necessary aliena- 
tion ofsrace? Will the*white maa’s God ‘still be 
the .negro’s? Will the Caucasians faith 
education, social virtues, patriotism and ene 
animate the dark race? or-will ail these be dis- 
counted, or wholly rejected from forte of race 
antagonism, while the wiite man’s vices still find a 
congenial home in the negro’s life? The “— 
here from this alienation of sympathies is far 
‘greater than is generally apprehended. No two 
wholly-separated races have ever yet long oceupied 
‘the same territory without collisions, . Can they be 
brought to act together for.fhe general good? Let 
‘those who have labored iu efforts at popular reform 
bear ‘witness. In such movements where, 4&3 
& mass, do the negroes array themselves? Is it 
not in opposition to what the white man may 
propose? With the chords of the negro’s better 
nature untouched by the best strains of the white 
race's influence, the daily contact put deepens race 
antagonism; the races do but drift further and fur- 
ther apart in sympathies and in all that might be 
mutually helpful, The truce of separation is nearly 
allthat binds a nation together. We dare not 
construe it too liberally; it is not perfect peace and 
amity. 

“Nominally, the vocations of every-day life are 
open to all without regard to race or condition, 
Practically, by the very force of circumstances, the 
negro is excluded from nearly all pursuits and pro- 
fessions which bring wealth and social considera- 
tion. Let bim graduate with bonor from a college 
of high rank, whatawaits him? Should he study 
law, who will be his clients? If medicine, 
for whom will he_ prescribe? No bank 
makes him cashier or teller; no railway line puts 
him upon its official force, To be a merchant 
prince, he can never aspire. Real estate is not in 
his line. He will never own a river cket. 
Brown stone fronts are not forhim. Even life in- 
surance and sewing machine agencies, which may 
break the fall of whites who fail elaewhere, are be- 

ond him. Why? Because he bas no ounatiuenty 

n his own race. His vocation must be exercis 
among his own people; and these are poor, and his 
rewards must be meager.”’ 

In answer to one of Professor Scomp’s ques- 
tions, ® may be fairly said that the negro has 
taken the ‘‘white man’s God” and clung to 
him. Hehas thrown aside the yeodeo wor- 
ship of his African home, and so long as he 
remains in a white community, he worships 
the white man’s God with the spirit, if not 
always with the understanding. But why 
should he say the white man’s God? It is 
every man's God, and upon this common tie 
of religion, the professor has broached one of 
the strongest factors in the keeping of the 
peace. Though some of the ignorant among 
their preachers may be sowing seeds of dis- 
cord, it must be admitted that the leading 
lights of the Afiican church are for peace. 
They protest when they think their 
people have been denied their rights, 
but in the same breath they counsel their peo- 
ple to forbear violence and to live soberly. 
After all these are the leaders to whom they 
give most heed. They are the most numerous 
and the most intelligent of their leaders and, 
as against the occasional] agitator, their in- 
fluence with the great majority of the negroes 
who earn their daily bread is the most potent 
influence. They may have views that will 
keep the races apart, but pending a solution of 
the question they will co-operate with the 
great majority of sensible white people in 
keeping the peace. There may be arevolution 
but there is no reason why it should not 
be peaceful. The world has almost attained 
to the dignity of peaceful revolution. 
Within two years in Brazil there has been 
emancipation and the overthrow of monarchy 
without grievous disturbance of the industrial 
system. The conquests now are of the mind, 
and when the reason-is convinced and a ver- 
dict is agreed upon there is no need of force. 
The day of blood and iron has almost gone, 
then why prolong it by throwing a sanguinary 
glare over the face of the country. It is time 
that the common sense of the country should 
come to its rescue, | 

In regard to the negro in the vocations of 
of life, g stances may be cited where 
a negro lawyer earned $400 the first month 
after he settled in a Georgia ‘community. 
and another where a negro physician is get- 
ting rich in Arkansas. They live among their 
own constituency. It is true, but few negroes, 
as lawyers or doctors, can make much out of 
that constituency, but it is increasing in prop- 
erty and intelligence, and the opportunities 
for distinction among them are constantly in- 
creasing. The professor should remember that 
there was a time when, upon the shores of the 
new world, there was little opportunity for 
white men in professional life. They were 
clearing a new country, and all hands were 
needed in the woods, in the fields, or in the 
fort. The negro has as much opportunity 
among his own people as they can make out 
of their circumstances. Their growth is to be 
limited only by their intelligence and moral 


strength. 

The best part of Professor Scomp’s article is 
where he talks about aremedy. Whatever 
may be believed about the solution his re- 
marks on this subject are worthy of considera- 


tion. He says: : 

“Is the negro to be driven out by law or by vio- 
lence? By no means. He shall not go outin haste 
or by flight. 
Through the old slavery days, the theme on which 
the negro’s plaintive songs most delighted tu dwell 
was Israel in Egyptian bondage, and the great de- 
liverance. The negro very confidently appro- 
priated to himself the character of the Jew, tacitly 
assigning to the white the role of the Egyptian. He 
seemed to half-apprehend that his own release 
would one day come by miraculous fang But he 
must find favor with the whites and be helped to 
his new Canaan, Where shall that African Ca~ 
naan be found? 

The colonization must be beyond our borders: 
but where? Perhaps the most available spot would 
be in the West Indies, Mexico, or Central America, 
But these lands are already owned by govern- 
ments, if not by individuals, whem they must 
be pec mostlikely at government expense, 
Under a United States protectorate, the work of re- 
moval and colonization might be n and prose- 
cuted, such inducements bein red as

What High Towers Will Discover. 
From the British Medieal Journal. 

London is to have a larger edition of the 
Eiffel tower. It will be 1,200 feet high, and 
will enable scientific men’ to make important 
observations not possible. on the earth’s sur- 
face. 

Concerning the proposed tower, the British 
Medical Journal says: 

The proposed tower would allow of an in- 
quiry into the atmospheric conditions up to 
1,200 feet. Instruments for measuring the 
heat of the sun’s rays, such as black bulb 
thermometers in vacuo, and actinometers, 
disposed atthe top and bottom of the tower 
would also give very interesting readings, the 
instruments at the highest station probably 
showing an excess of the sun’s heat over the 
other, because “of the atmospheric humidity 
intervening between the earth’s immediate 
surface and an altitude of 1,200 feet. Ther- 
mometers disposed at various heights, 
and properly screened from radiation would 
show the temperature of the atmos 
ng at different levels; the air would proba 

ly be found cooler on rising higherand higher, 

iving this curious result—that the sun would 
warmer at the top than at the bottom; but, 
in the absence of the sun, the air would be 
colder at the top. At night the distribution of 
the temperature in the atmosphere is known 
to be the reverse the day time. On a fine, clear 
night the temperature will be found higher at 
1,000 feet than it is on the earth, while ona 
cloudy night it will be much the same at both 
stations; but we have much to learn on the 
laws of terrestial radiation, and the proposed 
tower would be very useful in that respect. 

Ofcourse an observer would not be expected 
torace day and night up and down a tower 
1,200 feet high, to mako observations and read 
thermometers; this would be too great, and 
indeed an unnecessary devotion to science. 
The whole thing can be done from below in a 
confortable building by means of Siemens’s 
electric thermometers. Such an instrument 
has been used for some time, and is now at 
work at the Lincoln cathedral, giving correct 
thermometer readings on the earth’s surface 
from a height of 270 feet. Besides observa- 
tions for temperature at. various altitudes, the 
state of humidity of the atmosphere, a condi- 
tion greatly concerned in the formation of 
fogs, could be readily examined, dry and wet 
bulb thermometers disposed at various heights 
and in electrical connection with the station 
below would yield interesting observations, 
and assist materially in conjunction with the 
barometer in forecasting the weather. 

The force and direction of the winds at ~va- 
rious altitudes are subjects for meteorological 
inquiry of much interest and importance; 
there are eddies in the atmosphere, spiral and 
upward currents, of which little is known, and 
a tower such as that now contemplated would 
allow of very interesting observations to be 
made on winds. We may also venture to sug- 
gest that the information thus obthined would 
have an important practical bearing in an en- 
gineering point of view, as showing the 
strength of the wind buildings 
may have to withstand at great 
heights. The measurement of rainfall, 
made simultaneously at 1,200 feet and on the 

round, would add toour knowledge of the 
aws Of rainfall; it would be found that less 
rain falls at the top than at the bottom. The 
connection of this phenomenon with atmos- 
pheric humidity and temperature would be 
very interesting to investigate. 

‘Finally, earth tremors, the forerunners of 
earthquakes, would be felt at the summit of a 
high tower much more readily than in contact 
with the earth, and earthquakes might be ex- 
pected to produce’ greatly magnified 
effects at such an _ elevation; hence 
a seismometer would find a fitting place 
at the top of the proposed building. A great 
déal might be added on this subject. Wehave 
not touched on the astronomical uses of a very 
high tower from the greater clearness of the 
atmosphere at such an altitude. There are 
also other points of physiological interest that 
could have been dwelt upon, such as the influ- 
ence of an altitude of 1,200 feet Lag apes 
or on the nervous system. It ght be re 
marked that there would be iittle fear of feel- 
ing giddy when looking down from a tower of 
such a height, although the view over a preci- 
pice of 1,200 feet would not be unlikely to 
produce & most unpleasgnt sensation. 

Educating the Indians.

‘We give it, with the alteration of ceparat- 
ing it into periods of four years each, and with 
the addition of a column of per centages of in- 
crease of appropriations according to en- 
tial quadrenniums. Thecomparison is between 
the last 9 of one quadrennium and the last, 
year of the preceding one.

The Cost of Universities. 
President Dayid J, Hill in the Forum.: 

This article gives an interesting comparison 
-of the cost of learning in the old world and 
the new.

German universities: 


“The wealthiegt of our American institu- 
tions of learning are Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity, whose total possessions are less than 
$4,000,000, not including the hospital; Har- 
verd University, whose property is lesa than 
$8,000,000: Cornell University, which reports 
$6,268,457, and Columbia college, which lias 
$5,788,910, after deducting its debts. if we 
consider incomes, which is a more practical 
manner of pegarding their resources, we find 
that of Johns Hopkins to be less than its en- 
dowment would lead us to suppose, on account 
of unfortunate investments; that of Harvard 
to be $363,121 ; that of Cornell, $314,811; that 
of Columbia, $377,546. 

We have, in the case of the University of 
Strasburg, which has been rebuilt since the 
German annexatiou, the exact cost of its pres- 
ent property exhibitedin the following table:

Berlin reports more than 
2,000,000, and Leipsic and Munich very nearly

He was known simply as Jake.

ULATION

Americus, Ga., December 14.—[Special.]— 
‘I have recently madeatour of five of the 
pouthern states, visiting many cities of size and 
{mportance, in each of them with a view of lo- 
cating a cotton plant wherever the best advan- 
tages offered, but nowhere in my travels hiave 
I seen such evidences of thrift and prosperity, 
as I have during a week's stay here in Ameri 


cus.” 

Tho speaker was a prominent and wealthy 
manufacturer of Providence, R. I., and his re- 
marks were addressed to a party of gentlemen 
sitting in the arcade of the Allen house last 


night. 

“I was stopping for a short while in Fort 
Worth at the time my attention was drawn to- 
ward Americus by a gentleman who had re- 
cently been here, and as I was coming to Bir- 
mingham anyway I decided to visit this city 
also, though I confess that I expectod to see 
little beyond the sleepy, slow-going 
towns that I had passed througn en- 
route. It was like a revelation, however, 
when I arrived, and it was difficult to believe 
for awhile but that I had suddenly been trans- 
planted from the south to some bustling 
northern or western city. I havespent a week 
here already and have closely studied the 
surrounding territory, the city and advantages 
offered for manufacturing, and am free to con- 
foss that I am more than pleased.”’ 

Such expressions as the above are by no 
means uncommon, as DO One possessing any 
degree of discernment can come here and fail 
to receive a most favorable impression, both of 
the city and people, for being as it is 

THE GATEWAY OF SOUTHWEST GEORGIA, 
and the commercial center of this magnificent 
territory, it is well calculated to attract. the 
attention of even the most casual observer, 
much less that of the keen seeker fora home 
and place forthe safe and profitable invest- 
ment of capital. 

The census of 1880 gave Americus a popula- 
tion of about 5.500. Today, were the census 
takon, the city could show a wide awake and 
thrifty population of 10,000, At that time she 
was without manufacturesofany kind, and 
being atthe mercy of a single railroad, that 
sought rather to crush than to upbuild the 
town, depended solely for sustenance upon the 
retail trade, extending into a half-dozen coun- 
ties.

TEN YEARS AGO 
the cotton receipts of Americus averaged 
about twenty-five thousand bales annually 
Last season the total reached was over fifty 
five thousand bales, and even these figures 
will be exceeded this year, sixty thousand 
bales being confidently counted upon by the 
close of the season. The building of two fine 
compresses, together with the superior and 
rapid shipping facilities is largely ac- 
countable for this increase in cotton 
receipts. Within the past twelve months 
alone over one thousand dwelling 
houses have been built in Americus, and con- 
tinue to go up as fast as material can be hauled 
and the services of carpenters and builders 
dan be secured. In addition to these a number 
of handsome brick bustmess houses have been 
erected,and many others are in contempla- 
tion and will be built next spring and summer. 
With this large increase it would be thought 
that there was plenty of room, but on the con- 
trary there is nota vacant house in the 
city and the cry is still for moro: 
Americus has long felt the need of better 
hotel accommodations, and imbued with the 
same spirit that has always characterized her

To thisend a company has been organized 
under thename of the Americus Improve- 
mentand Manufacturing company, with a 
subscribed capital of one hundred thousand 
dollars, and this company will erect a hotel to 
cost fifty thousand dotlars.

THE WATERWORKS SYSTEM. 
Next to her public schools the pride of 


- Americus is her splendid system of waterworks 


—equal in every respect to that 
in the state. . r ee 
Two years ag” the rapid growth of the city 
made the necessity of an improved water sup- 
ply apparent to all, and to this end bonds to 
the amonnt of $30,000 were issued for the pur- 
»0se Of building the same. Work was begun 
Immediately, and today the city has as com- 
lete and perfect a system as could 
© desired. The water supply is obtained 
from a dozen bold, pure springs, a mile from 
the city, and ls conducted by gravity through 
atwelve-inch main to a reservoir situated 
half way between the city and springs. From 
the reservoir the water is forced by two power- 
ful Dean pumps tothe tower, situated in the 
center of the city. This tower is built of 
brick, one hundred feet high and 
is surrounded by an iron tank 
thirty-five feet in height and with a Capacity 
of 135,000 gallons. From the tower eight miles 
of four and eight inch mains carry the water 
through the city, the mean pressure being 
sixty two pounds to the square inch. Sixty 
fire plugs distributed about the city afford 
ample protection againat fire. Tho total sup" 
ply from Springs at present is 350,000 gallons 
daily, and this is being increased rapidly by 
the opening of other contiguous s rings. So 
admirably are the works constructed, however, 
that in case of a conflagration the entire cur- 
rent of abold creek can, in a moment, be 
turned from its course into the reservoir. The 


* @ntire cost of this system was $36,000, and the 
total cost of operating the same is $1,900 an- 


nually. From it the city derives an incom 
$7,000 a year, which, afterdeducting the or 
of operating expenses, leaves a profit 
of $5,100 annually to the city. The 
works are known as the Holly system, and are 
perfect and complete in every respect. 

ae BRILLIANT BY NIGHT. 

Nocity in Georgia is better lighted than 
Americus, and this improvement, too, was ob- 
tained by her own efforts. Two years ora 
company of home and northern capitalists 
erected a plant for the manufacture of -gas, 
and to this has recently been added an electric 
light plant, both substantially built of brick.

Prominent among the many other improve- 
ments recently added is the electric stroet 
railway just completed. This road is most 
substantially built and is pee with new 
and first-class equipments. he line is five 
and-a-half miles in length, and cost, with 
equipments, about $12,500 per mile. It is 
operated by an overhead cable, and~ power is 
supplied from the electric light plant, the 
same ae owning stock in both enter- 

eroad operates both motor and 
tow cars; connects with the several depots 
for both freight and passenger traffic, 
and besides operating as a belt line connects 
the city with the suburban town of Leeton, 
where vast improvements are being made by 
the expenditure of large sums of money by a 
northern syndicate. ayor John B, Felder is 
president of the railway company, and to him 
is largely due its successful completion, as 
well as that of many other successfut enter- 
alot recently inaugurated. His efforts to 
uild up the city have been untiring, and 
that he has succeeded, one has but to look 
around. 
THE CITY TAXATION. 
No one in Americus complains of taxation, 


for the reason that there are no grounds for 


such complaint. The taxes as levied by the 
city areas follows: For ordinary purposes, 
one-half of one per cent; for school purposes 
one-half of one per cent; one-sixth .of one 
per cent to pay interest on bonds for water- 
works, and one-tenth of one per cent for sant- 
tary sewerage, atotal of one and one-fourth 
per cent on the hundred. For state and county 
purposes the rate is even less, being only about 
eighty cents per hundred, thus making the 
total taxation for all purposes, city, state and 
county about two per cent per annum. 

Among the other improvements the city is 
just completing a perfect system of sanitary 
sewerage at a cost of $37,500. Six miles of 
mains have already been put down, and the 
— work will soon be completed in every 

etail. 

In the way of contemplated improvements, 
Americus will come prominently to the front 
along with other cities during the coming spring 
and summer. Already plans are being prepared 
for the erection of a city hall to cost $15,000, 
and another public school building, in addi- 
tion to those already in use, to cost about $20,- 
000. A cotton factory will be built by the 
Americus Improvement company, as well as « 
hotel to cost $50,000. Plans are already pre- 
pared for a new Baptist church to cost $25,- 
000, which will be built of brick and made an 
ornament to the city. Taken altogether

her railroads, her beautiful business blocks and

£xtracts From General Rice’s Queer Book— 
War Time Literature. 


During the war John H. Rice printed in 
Atlanta a confederate geography. It was a red« 
hot book, and since General Rice moved to Kansas 
it has given him not a little trouble, A Topoka 

pecial thus 
DESCRIBES THE WORK: . 

Among the treasures ofthe Kansas Historical so- 
clety is a “rebel” geography, which was complied 
in 1862 by General John H. Rice, then a prom. 
inent Georgian, but now equally prominent 
as the editor of the Republican Fort Scott 
Monitor. Since he came to Kansas and en- 
tered the political arena, General Rice has had 
to endure many attacks based on this publication. 
Quotations from its pages have been used on maby 
occasions, and there is good reason to believe that 
these have but recently been used effectively by his 
enemies in opposition to his appointment as collec- 
tor of internal revenue for the Kafisas district. 

The book which has proved so disasirous to the 
political fortunes of its publister is well printed and 
of regulation school size, Its cover bears this in- 
scription: 

A system of modern ge gtaphy compiled trom 
various sources and adapted to the present condi- 
tion of the world, express!y for the use of schools 
and academies in the Confederate States of America, 
in which the itical and physical condition of the 
states com ng the Confederate States of America 
are fully treated, and their progress in commerce 
education, agrioulture, mechanic arts, and internal 
improvements prominently set forth. 

he preface includes this paragraph: 

This is the — work in existence which approx- 
imates doing justice tothe country now composing 
the confederate states of America, its actual condi- 
tion and resources having been Studiously concealed 
by every yankee work. * * * ‘This edition is 
issued without —~% to supply a pressing de- 
mand for it, for, with mortification, we must state 
that suitable maps can not now be procured In the 
confederacy. But it is believed that many teach- 
ers and pupils will prefer this without the maps 
than to continue the further use of northern com- 
pilations, with their many imperfections and 
studied omissions relative to our country. 

General Rice must have had one of those “‘north- 
ern compliations” before him when he began work 
on this geography, for its general plan is like that 
of its predecessors, In his deffinitions, however, 
he shows much originality. Uuder the division 

“The Races of Man’’ this question occurs 
‘‘What is said of the black race?"’ This is the reply 

The African or black race is found in all parts o 
Africa except on the northern coast, and in Amer- 
ica, where | have been brought and humanely 
reduced to their proper normal condition of slavery. 

In the political section of the geography the 
following appears. ‘‘Give examples of enlightened 
nations. The Confederate States, the United 
States, England and France.’’ What is the best 
example of a republican government in the world? 
The Confederate States of America.” 

Twenty-three pages of this unique publication 
are devoted to “The Confederare States oO 
America” proper, and the story begins with this 
paragraph: 

This new government which claimsa place in the 
family of nations, the independence of which it is 
resolved to maintain by the indomitable bravery of 
its sons, 1s composed of the following states that 
have seceded from the old government ofthe United 
States, and territories that have cast their fortunes 
with them ina struggle for freedom and independ- 
ence, to-wit: Virginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louis- 
iana, Arkansas, Texas, Missouri, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky; the territories, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona and Indian territory. Maryland cannot 
property be placed in the list of contederate states- 
yet we have in this treatise placed it at the conclu, 
sion of the confederate states, as we are. satisfied 
she will ally herself with them soon as free from 
the on of despotisn with which she is now 
bound,

people, the Confederate States has just commenced 
a career of greatness, to be rapidly augmented by 
the development of her vast agricultural and min- 
eral resources, of which rhe world may be envious, 
while the industry and genius of her citizens will 
soon rate her second to no nation in the extent of 
her maoufactures of raw material of her own ae 
duction * * * Slavery is expressly recognized 
in the constitution as it is inthe word of Go4, and 
practiced in all the states and universally approved 
of by the people. 

In the description of South Carolina occurs this 
paragraph: 

Fort Sumter, in Charleston harbor, is noted for 
having been treacherously occupied by a company 
of United States soldiers under an Anderson, in 
violation of the pledged faith of tne federal gov- 
ernment, on the 24th day of December, 1860, and 
subsequently for the surrender of said fortress to 
the forces of South Carolina on the 13th day of 
April, 1861, after aterritic bombardment of thirty 
hours. 

Viewed in the light of the present, the following 
allusion to the Indians of the Indian territory i 
extremely amusing: 

The Indian tribes have entered into treaties, of- 
fensive and defensive with the confederate states, 
and the territory isguaranteed to them for a peace- 
able and permanent residence, and the inhabitants 
stand in the relation of ‘“‘wards’ to the confederate 
sates government. These Indian tribes pay con- 
siderable attention to education. They print books 
in theirown languages; have built churches and 
school houses; own farms, and many of them are 
large farmers. They are all slaveholders—many 
owning quite a large number. Slavery is established 
by their own laws, For these attainments in civil. 
ization they are indebted to the exertions of zealous 
Christian missionaries, 

Virginia is eulogized for operating an extensiv 
fron foundry, ‘‘where large amounts cf heayy ord- 
nance and small firearms are made. Several other 
of the southern states contained at the time manu- 
factories of percussion caps and other munitions of 
war, and this fact is elaborated upon by the 
geographer. 

Allin all, this confederate geography is exceed- 
ingly interesting, and its value as a relic will 
increase as the years go by.

Rare Gems From Pen and Pencil—How the 
Art of Nlustrating Has Grown-The Best 
of the Artists Represented, 


Christmas books! What could be a more at- 
tractive theme for the book and picture lover 
than this; and now that engravings, etchings, 
photogravures are bought to such reasonable 
prices, a handsome Christmas book can be 
bought reasonably, and such a present is the 
most elegant thatcan be given to child or 
grown person. 

The holiday books for this season display 
many charming volumes never brought south 
before, and of which the people here 
know only through magazine publication 
or eriticism. Goldsmith’s “She Stoops to 
Conquer,”’ with Abbey for illustrator, comes 
bound in maroon leather. with its quaintly 
fashioned title and oruamentations in gold. 
We all know Abbey through Harper’s and all 
have seen the illustrations of this play in that 
magazine; but gathered together and ox- 
quisitely bound and engraved, what a treasure 
tothe lover of quaint art and story sucha 
Christmas present would make for your grand- 
mother whose youth was in those quaint days, 
or for your now-time sweetheart, who in her 
phort waisted empire gown would makea 
model Abbey would delight to draw. 

’ “Old Songs” come also from Abbey, and the 
decorations and vignettes thereof are by 
Alfred Parsons. The binding is brown leather 
and gold, and the contents reveal, illustrated 
as only Abbey can, the old love songs, ‘‘ Nellie, 
My Heart’s Delight,” “Barbara Allen,” ‘‘Pbil- 
Jada,” ‘‘Sallie In Our Alley,’’ and so forth. 
Justin McCarthy has given to the last named 
poem a still surer immortality in his essay, 
‘‘Three Dream MHeroiues,’’ in a recent Scrib- 
ner, and reading that and the Abbey illus- 
trated poem will imbue any maid or man who 
ever would, might, could or should love with 
an eternal affection for hard working, rosy 
Jittle Sallie and the journeymen lover who 
sung: 

“Ofallthe days within the week I dearly love but 

one day 
And that’s the day that comes atween a Saturday 
and Monday.”’ 

In Harper’s, Abbey has found the best pub- 
lisher possible; for the retinement and ele 
gance of the engraving, paper, etc., in these 
columns cannot be equaled in any French 
publication. I have seen Abbey’s little den 
in the Harper building where he commenced 
his work as a boy, when his father, a plain 
Pennsylvania farmer, brought him to the firm 
and said: ‘*Take him and see if you can make 
something outofhim. He won’t doanything 
else but draw.”’ 

So they did take him, and there are early 
indications of his ability abiding now upon the 
dingy walls; and there are, too, in his desk 
many of the originais of these quaint songs 
and poems. Abbey himself owng and lives in 
& beautiful home near London. ‘Those who 
know him, describe him as a dark, insignficant 
little man, with all the cranks allowable to 
gonius: but, to me, he is a poet put to sleep in 
a palace long ago,and just awakened to picture 
the quaint figures and faces he knew.

The book is astory 
of the soul, seen and told, and each engraving 
is a treasure for the fancy of an idealist. 

A rare,fand delicious folio, gives fac similes 
of Aquarelles by American artists. Every 
other page gives a vignette engraving of the 
artist’s face and a short sketch of his work. 
In these one gfinds that the artists Paul 
and Percy ‘Moran, Maud Humphrey 
and a numberZ-§of others known 
throngh their works are younZ, attractive and 
good looking; as for the works themselves 
each one is worthy framing and being worth 
figures of girls done in the dainty Seah 
style, would be the very pictures for my lady’s 
bourdor orliving room. The first painting is 
by Percy Moran. The subject ‘Dorothy,’ 
pietures a quaint girl’s figure in gauzy, spring- 
time draperies, whose pale greens and pinks 
mingle harmoniously with the spring field 
about herand the April sky in the back- 
ground. The other picfures are much on the 
style of this. Maude Humphrey paints a lot of 
faaghing children in an April field, looking 

ike so many wind-swayed blossoms amid the 
rasses. 

A lovely folio of children’s figurgs, called 
‘Little Maids,’’ comesfrom Dutton & Co., and 
the wood-colored covers tied with ribbons in 
the same shade has a little maid peeping from 
the curtains on which the title is engraved in 
artistic letters. There are six fac similes of 
water colors from celebrated artists, giving in 
their subjects half a dozen irresistible 
Jittle tots of different climes and 
complexions, and all of them would 
be lovely framed for nursery or bedroom. 

“Baby’s Lullaby,for Mother’s Songs,” is the 
title of another charming volume which comes 
from Prang. It is bound is pearl colored 
patin and has Charles Stewart Pratt as poet, 
and W. L. Taylor for artist, while the lulla- 
bies are put to music by G. W. Chadwick.

In elegant and very expensive books where 
every etching and engraving.is a small fortune, 
there is a large folio with many fine engrav- 
ings, and there comes handsomely bound in 
the dull colors with gold finishings recent 
Italian, German, Frénch and English art.

The engraying 
is remarkably fine and clear, reproducing viv - 
idly the originals, and among the most charm- 
ing reproductions are Bonnat’s ‘‘Idyll” and 
Bridgman’s ‘Ball at the Governor's Palace.” 

For fine etchings Mr. Lester has an especial 
fancy and this year his selections are more 
beautiful than ever before. In folios of rough 
gold paper with some six or eight original 
etchings from Price, King, Church, Ferris, 
and others, Stokes & Bro. 
have sent out rare treasures for the picture 
lover. These studies have for subjects 
Winter scenes, figures and so forth. For 
winter scenes scarcely any other art can equal 
that of etching, which seems to give the white 
cold lightof sun or moon, and its effect on 
bare branches and white fields more vividly 
than painting or engraving. Another folio of 
genre etchings, from famous artists is even 
more attractive than these. .

JUSTICE IN THE FAR WEST. 


Most unfortunate 


A California Judge Fines Himself 850 for 
Appearing on the Street Drunk. 


SAN Francisco, December 14.—Judge Alex- 
ander Laidlaw, of Oaklaud, is regarded among 
friends, acquaintances and by tke public gen- 
erally, as a man of sterling worth, whose sole 
apparent weakness is a disposition occasionally 
to indulge too freely in liquor. Even during 
these periods of relaxation, however, his honor 
maintains his usual dignified demeanor, and 
until this week had never been seen on the 
street under the rosy influence. On Wednes 
day the judge got on a judicial toot and forgot 
himself so far as to appear on the public 
square in a condition which bore more testi- 
mony to the potency of Jobn Barleycorn than 
to his own appreciation of the proprieties. A 
couple of friendg induced the judge to take a 
cab and drive home before his condition had 
become manifest to more than half a dozen 
people, and these, while somewhat surprised 
at the judge’s unusual conduct, determined to 
say nothing whatever about the circumstance’ 

esterday morning Judge Laidlaw remem- 
bered with tolerable clearness that he had 
been seen on the streets in an intoxicated -con- 
dition, and, meeting one of the friends who 
had helped him into a cab the previous day, 
obtaired full particulars of the occurrence. 
His honor was then on the way to open court, 
which he did at the usual hour. he judge 
then addressed the lawyers and spectators 
briefly, apologizing for his conduct in appear- 
ing on the street under the infincnce ef liquor. 
He severely condemned his own behavior, re- 
minding his auditors that such an exhibition 
on the part of one pledged to maintain law, 
good order and decorum was disgraceful in 
the extreme and deserying severe punish- 
ment. 

‘In order to show the sincerity of my re- 
marks,’’ he continued, ‘‘I deem it proper to in- 
flict such a fine as will show regret at my own 
conduct, whileat the same time, I hope, serv- 
ing as@ warning to others. The amount of 
said fine will be $50.’’ 

His honor here produced a roll of bills from 
his vest pocket, and counting out the specified 
amount handed it to the bailiff with orders 
that it be recorded in the usual way. When the 
transaction had been concluded a hearty 
western cheer burst from every throat in the 
room. His honor'gravely bowedin response 
to the boisterous compliment, and five minutes 
later the court proceedings were in full swing 
as usual.

THE DEATH OF DAVIS. 


BILL.ARP WRITES OF THE LEADER 
OF THE CONFEDERACY. 


What Daniel Webster Said of John ©, Cal- 
houna, Could With Propriety Be Said of 
Davis. 


Old Father Time is a wonderful doctor. It 
is a real comfort to the south to read the kind 
words of the northern press touching the death 
of Jefferson Davis. My faith is that the spirit 
of the illustrious dead is reading them too, and 
is comforted. How sweet and tender are the 
benedictions upon the dead. This is right, and 
it is Christianity; for when a man has gone 
before his Maker it becomes all earthly judges 
to be silent if they cannot be generous. ‘‘How 
would we be if He, whois the top of judgment, 
should but judge us as we are?” -The New 
York Sun dares tosay: ‘There is now no one 
to revile and there are many to honor and re- 
spect his memory. He has outlived sec- 
tional enmity and personal detraction.”’ 

Is that so? I wish that I could 
believe it. The Sun says: “Many years of 
peace have been required to convince the men 
who foughtand suffered for the union that 
Jefferson Davis was entirely sincere and was 
porate fortified by teaching and example, 
and the ill-starred president of the southern 
confederacy did but carry to théir conclusion 
the doctrines formulated by John’ C, Caihoun 
and avowed by such representatives of New 
England as Timothy Pickering and Josiah 
Quincy.”’ 

Yes, and he might have named scores of 
other northeru men who were of the same 
state’s right faith, and then include the Hart- 
ford convention, which made the first secession 
from the union. New England never produced 
a nobler, grander man than Quincy, and he 
was in al] respects of the faith and principles 
of Calhoun and Davis. Young men ofthe 
south listen fora moment to what the great 
Webster said about Mr. Calhoun: 

‘‘He had the indispensable basis of all high 
character, and that was unspotted integrity 
and animpeached honor. Theré was nothing 
grovelling or low or meanly selfish that came 
near the head or the heart of Mr. Calhoun, 
whether his political opinions were right or 
wrong, they well descend to posterity under 
the sanction ofa great name. He is now an 
historical character. Weshall indulge in it as 
a grateful recollection that we have lived in 
his age—that we have been his contemporaries 
-—that we have seen him, beard him, known 
him—we shal! delight to speak of him to those 
who are rising up to fill our places, And 
when one after anotber we shall goto our 
graves, we shall carry with us a deep sense of 
his honor and integrity—the purity of his pri- 
vate life and of his exalted patriotism.’’ Isn’t 
that spiendid, and yet every word of it fits Joef- 
ferson Davis. You might substitute his name 
for Mr. Calhoun with the utmost propriety, 
and Webster would do it if he were here. 
Daniel Webster had no prejudices, and 
his great regret was that his people 
had not conquered theirs. How we all do 
love and honor a great man—a _  ~pure 
man—men like Webster and Clay and Cal- 
houn and Jefferson Davis, It used to be a 
triumvorate but another name has now to be 
added and Mr. Davis will go down into his- 
tory as the peef of those historic names. He 
was their equal in everything that makes a 
man a statesman and a patriot. He was their 
superior in one thing, for he was a great sol- 
dier, and illustratad his patriotism on the. figid 
as in the forum. 

‘‘Papa, what did Mr. Davis do that makes 
everybody talk atout him so?’ “My boy, I 
will tell-yeu in a few words. The north and 
tiie south had been quarrelling for fifty years 
about the negroes and the tariff and the rights 
of the states. At last they concluded to fight 
itout and Jefferson Davis was chosen as our 
leader. He did not seek the place, for he was 
a modest man, but we made him take it. He 
believed that the states were greater than 
the government at. Washington’ for the 
states created that government as their agent. 
But the government at Washington soon be- 
came very bold and powerful and began to 
control the states. It was a question whether 
the dog should wag the tail or the tail wag the 
dog. Mr. Calhoun and Mr. Davis and most 
all of us down south were for the rights of the 
states but the people up north thought the gov- 
ernmeng,at Washington was a bigger thing and 
ought totontrol and so the quarreling went on 
for years and years and at last it broke out ina 
war. Weleftthe union and wanted to go 
back where we were before we went into the 
union, but they whipped us and so we are in 
the union stilt. It was much like little chil- 
dren who gather together to play and some of 
them get mad and say, ‘I’m going to take my 
things and go home—you don’t play fair and 
shan’t play with you any more.’ Then the 
others get mad,too,and say,‘We do play fair and 
you shan’t go home,’ and 80 they take hold 


| of them and keep them and make them stay 


whether they wish to or not. And so the states 
had to give itup and now the tail is wagging 
the dog.”’ 

The Ohio river is before mo while I write. 
This is a part of Mason’s and Dixon’s line that 
I never saw until yesterday and I wondered 
how ariver could make such a difference in 
people. Do your people in Maysville mix 
and mingle with those across the river at 
Aberdeen?’’ said L ‘‘No, sir; not at all. They 
never have and they never will, They don’t 
like us and we don’t like them. We pass and 
repass like the feller did his Jersey bull but: 
we don’t affiliate nor associate nor assemulate 
nor amalgamate. The fact is our negroes 
won’t mix with them. There is not a dozen 
negroes over there, but there are 2,000 here in 
Maysville. When our negroes cut up and 
misbehave we threaten to run them across 
the river and it has @ good 
effect upon them. Now in Cincinnati 
you can’t hardly tell the difference between a 
yankee and a Kentuckian, but out in the 
country there is a big difference.’’ “But I 
don’t understand,”’ said I, ‘‘what you mean 
by the difference. In what respect do those 

ople over the river differ from you Kentuck- 
lans—are they ee citizens?” *'Oh,-yes,”’ 
said my friend ey.are peacnable enough, 
but they are as cold as an iceberg. They are 
selfish and stingy and pickayunish. They live 
close and work their wives and daughters for 
all they are worth. They don’t like us because 
the negro does like us, and because we make 
the negro do what they have todo for them- 
selves. Oh, I can’t vell you exactly what is 
the matter, but we *want them toshinny on 
their own side of the river— 

“I do not like thee, Dr. Fell; 
The reason why I cannot tell”’ 

‘‘Are the negroes giving you any trouble?’’ 
said I. “Nota bit—notat all. The negroes 
never gives a gentleman any trouble. He re- 
spects him aud loves to live with him, 
but just let a man level himself with 
the negro and then comes thetrouble. The 
race problem will never bother old Kentucky. 
The lines are drawn and they will stay drawn.” 
‘Well, what about the negroes voting here? 
I see that Mr. Harrison is still harping upon 
the suppression of his vote.’’ Not a word of 
it true. sir—nota word of it so far as this por- 
tion of Kentucky is concerned. We thought 
that Harrison was hitting at you people down 
in Georgia.”” ‘'Maybe he was,” said {, “but I 
have been diligently hunting for the place 
where the negro vote is suppressed, and I have 
not yet found it. Mr. Harrison’s message 
upon that subject. has let him down at the 
south and Wanamaker’s appointment of ne- 
gro postmasiters has widened the breach. The 
administration have wantonly insulted our 
pepe and hence the south will remain solid. 

fanegro was appointed postmaster in my 
town the republicans there would mob him. | 
Many of our best citizens are repub- 
licans, but § the negro question is 
not a Olitical one. It is a_ social 
one and there is not a white man in the. town 
— would submit toit, and there -is not a 

o who would dare to ask for it. The 
rig ts of the ‘eic are fast fading away under 
ths power of “iederal domination, but the so- 
cial status of the people will be maintained at 
all bazzards. 

Maysvilleis a beautiful little town of 8 000 peo- 
ple, and has street cars and electric lights and 
waterworks , handsome churchesand%a proud, 
old fashioned people. Albert Sidney Jobnson 
lived near here, and so did Daniel Boone and 
other notable men. The bordder warfare that 
was kept up here for {Our long years had 
much to do with alienating the people -from 
their nabors across the river. From allI mae 
heard that warfare was terrible and this 
aration will not recéver from it. The ah 
tuckian is a being of high emotional character 
Like the Indian, he loves and he hates and 
never forgets an enemy.

When Mr. Henry W. Grady arose at the 
mierchant’s banquet, in Boston, he was greeted 
by such applause that it was some time before 
he could begin. Three times.three cheers were 
given with awill. Mr. Grady at last began, 
and for eighty minutes spoke with the closest 
attention. Said he: 

‘‘Mr. President, bidden by your invitation 
to.a discussion of the race problem, forbidden 
by occasion to make a political speech, I ap- 
preciate, in trying to reconcile order with pro- 
priety, the perplexity of the little maid, who, 
bidden to learn to swim was yet adjured: 

“Now, go, my darling daughter, 
Hang your clothes on a hickory limb, 
And don’t gu near the water.”’ 

The stoutest apostle of the church, they 
gay, isthe missionary, and the missionary, 
wherever he unfurls his flag, will never find 
himself in deeper need of unction and address 
than I, bidden tonight to plant the standard of 
a southern. democrat in Boston’s banquet hall, 
and to discuss the problem of the races in the 
home of. Phillips and of Sumner. 
Bat, Mr, President, if @ purpose 
to speak in perfect frankness and sincerity; if 
earnest understanding of the vastinterests In- 
volved ; if a consecrating sense of what disaster 
that must follow further misunder- 
standing and estrangement; if these may 
counted to steady undisciplined speech and to 
strengthen an untried arm—then, sir, I shall 
find the courage to proceed. 

Happy am I that this mission has brought 
my feet, at last, to press New Eng- 
Jand’s historic soil, and my eyes to the 
knowledge of her beauty and her thrift. 
Here within touch of Plymouth Rock, and 
Bunker Hill—where Webster thundered and 
Longfellow sung, Emerson thought, and 
@hauning preached—here in the cradle of 
American letters und almost of American 
liberty, I hasten te make the obeisance that 
every American owes New England when first 
he stands uncovered in her mighty presence. 
Strange apparition! This stern and unique 
figure—carved from the ocean and the wilder- 
ness—its majesty kindling and growing amid 
the storms of winters and of wars—until at last 
the gloom was broken, its beauty dis- 
closed in.the tranquil sunshine, and the he 
roic workers rested at its base—while startled 
kings and emperors gazed and marveled 
that from the rude tonch of this handful, cast 
onableak and unknown shore, should have 
come the embodied genius of human govern 
ment and the perfected model of human lib- 
erty! God bless the memory of those immortal 
workers—and prosper the fortunes of their 
living sons—and perpetuate the inspiration of 
their handiwork! ; 

Two years ago sir, I spoke some words in 
New York that caught the attention of the 
north. AsI stand here to reiterate and em- 
phasize ,as I have done everywhere, every 
word I then uttered—to declare that the senti- 
ments I then avowed were universally ap- 
proved in the south—I realize that the confi- 
cence begotten by that speech is largely re~ 
sponsible for my presence here to- 
night. I should dishonor myself if 
I betrayed that confidence by uttering 
one insincere word, or by  withhold- 
ing one essential element of the truth.

sion, have marched over their rugged hills,

may their sturdy tribe increase! 

Far to the south, Mr. President, separated 
from this section by a line— once defined in irre- 
pressible difference, once traced in fratricidal 
blood, and row, thank God, but a vanishing 
shadow—lies the fairest and richest domain of 
this earth. It is the home of a brave and bos- 
pitable people. There, is centered all that can 
please or prosper humankind. A perfect cli- 
mate above a fertile soil, yields to the hus- 
bandman every product of the temperate zone. 
There, by night the cotton whitens beneath 

the stars, and by day the wheat locks the 
sunshine in its bearded sheaf. In the same field 
the clover steals the fragrance of the wind, 
and the tobacco catches the quick aroma of the 
rains. There, are mountains stored with ex- 
haustless tréasures; forests—vast and 
primeval; and rivers that, tumbling 
or loitering, run wanton to the sea. 
Of the three essential items of ail industries— 
cotton, iron and wood—that region 
has easy contrul. In cotton, a 
fixed . monopoly—in iron, proven su- 
premacy—in timber, the reserve supply of the 
republic. Krom this assured and permanent 
advantage, against which artificial conditions 
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‘sword, or sought at the cannon’s mouth. 


If this doea not invite your patient bearing 
to night—hear one thing.more. My peop! 
your bro in - the 
‘brothers in blood, in destiny, in all that 
‘is best im our past‘and future—are 
/80 beset with this problem that their very ex 
 iemee dapente on its rightsolution. Nor. are 
they wholly to blame for its & The 
a of the republic sailed from your 
ports—the'slaves worked in our fields. You 
will not defend the traffic, nor I the institu- 
tion. But I do here declare that in 
its wise and humane administration, in. lift- 
PR the slave to heights of which he 
h not dreamed in his savage home, 
and giving him a Happiness he has not yet 
found in freedom—our fathers left their'sons 
a saving and excellent heritage. 
In the storm of war, this _insti- 
tution was lost. I thank God = as 
heartily as you do, that human slavery is 
one forever from American soil. But the free- 
mremains. With hima problem witbout pre- 
cedent or.parallel. Note its appalliag condi- 
tions. Two utterly dissimilar races on the same 
soil—-with _ eq political and civil rights— 
almost equal in numbers, but terribly unequal 
in intelligence and  responsibility—each 
pledged against fusion—one for a century in 
servitude to the other, and freed at last bya 
desolating war—the experiment sought by 
neither, but approached by both with doubt— 
these are the conditions. Under these, ad- 
verse at every point, we are required to car 
these two races in peace and honor to the end. 

Never sir, has such a task been given to mor- 
tal stewardship. Never before in this republic 
has the white race divided on the rights of an 
alien race. The red man was cut down as a 
weed, because he hindered the way of the 
American citizen. The yellow man was shut 
out of this republic because he is an alien and 
inferior. The red man was owner of the land 
—the yellow man highly civilized and assimi- 
lable---but they hindered both sections and are 
gone! But the black man, clothed with 
every privilege of government, affecting 
but one section, is pinned to the soil, and my 
people commanded to make good atany hazard, 
and at any cost, his full and equal 
heirship of American privilege and prosper- 
ity. It matters not, that every other race has 
been routed or excluded, without rbyme or 
reason. It matters not that wherever the 
whites and blacks have touched, in any era or 
in any clime, there has been irreconcilable 
violence. It matters not that no two races 
however similar have ever lived anywhere at 
any time, on the same soil with equal rights 
in peace! In spite of these things we are com- 
manded to make good this change of 
American policy which has not perhaps 
changed American prejudice—to make cortale 
here, what has elsewhere been impossible be- 
tween whites and blacks—and to reverse, un- 
der the very worst conditions, the universal 
verdict of racial history. And driven, sir, to 
this superhuman task with an impatience that 
brooks no delay—arigor that accepts no ex- 
cuse—and a suspicion that discourages frank 
ness and sincerity. We do notshrink from this 
trial. It is so interwoven with our in- 
dustrial fabric that we cannot disentangle it 
if we would—so bound up in our hon- 
orable obligation to the world, that we 
would not if we could. Can we solveit? The 
God who gave it into our hands, He alone can 
know. But this, the weakést and wisest of us 
do know ; we can not solve it with less than 
your tolerant and patient sympathy—with less 
than the knowledge that the blood that runs 
in your veins is our blood—and that, when we 
have done our best, whether the issue be lost 
or won, we shall feel your strong arms about 
us and hear the beating of your approving 
hearts! 

The resolute, clear-headed, broad-minded 
men of the south—the men whose genius 
inade glorious every page of the first seventy 
years of American history—whose courage 
and fortitude you tested in five years of the 
fiercest war-—whose energy has made bricks 
without straw and spread splendor amid the 
ashes of their war-wasted homes—these men 
wear this problem in their hearts and tieir 
brains, by day and by night. They real- 
ize, aS you cannot, what this problem 
means—what they owe to this kindly 
and dependent race—the measure of their 
debt to the world in whose despite they de- 
fended and maintained slavery. And though 
their feet are hindered in its undergrowth, 
and their march cumbered with its burdens, 
they have lost neither the patience “from 
which comes clearness, nor the faith from 
which comes souenge. Nor. sir, when in pas- 
sionate moments is disclosed to them that vague 
and awful shadow, with its lurid abysses, and 
its crimson stains. into which I pray God they 
may never go, are they struck with more of 
apprehension than is needed to complete their 
consecration ! 

Such is the temper of my people. But what 
of the problem itself? Mr. President, we need 
not go one step further unless you “toncede 
right here that the people I speak for are as 
honest, as sensible, and as just, as your people 
the seeking as earnestly as you would in their 
place, to rightly solve problem that 
touches them at every vital point. If you 
insist that they are ruffians, blindly striving 
with bludgeon and shotgun to plunder and op- 
press a race, then I shalltax your patignce in 
vain. Butadmit that they are men of com- 
mon sense and common honesty—wisely modi- 
fying an environment they cannot wholly 
disregard—guiding and controlling as best they 
can the vicious and irresponsible of either 
race—compensating error with frankness, and 
retrieving in patience what they lose in passion 
—and conscious all the time that wrong means 
ruin—admit this, and we may reach an under- 
standing tonight. 

The president of the United States, in his 
late message to congress, discussing the plea 
that the south should be left to solve this 

roblem, asks: “Are they at work upon it? 
Vhat solution do they offer? When 
will the black: man cast ai free 
baliot ? When will he have the 
civil rightss that is his?’’ I shall not here 
protest against a partisanry that for the first 
time in our history, in time of peace, has 
stamped with the great seal of our govern- 
ment, a stigma upon the people of a great 
loyal section; though I gratefully remember 
that the great dead soldier who held the helm 
of state for the eight stormiest years of recon - 
struction, never found need for such a step— 
and though I can think of no personal sacri- 
fice I would not make to remove this cruel and 
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wages by 1 greater need or simpler habits,

in the window. In the south there are negro 
lawyers, teachers, editors, detitists, doctors, 

ers, working in and multiplying 
of their race to 
support them, In villages and towns. they 
have their military companies equipped 
from the arnfories of the state, their churches 
and socteties built and supported largely by 
their neighbors, What is the testimony of the 
courts? In penal legislation we have 
steadily reduced felonies to misdemeanors, 
and have led the world in mitigating 
punishment for crime, that we might 
saye, as far as possible, this dependent 
race from its oWn weakness, In our 
penitentiary record 60 per cent of 
the prosecutors are negroes, and in 
every court the negro crimina)] strikes 
the colored juror, that white men may judge 
his case, In the north. oné negro in every 185 
is in jail—in the south, only one in 446. In the 
north the per centage of negro prisoners is 
6 as great as that of native whites— 
in the south only 4 times as 
great. If prejudice wrongs him in southern 
courts, the ‘record shows it to be deeper in 
northern courts. I assert here, and a bar 
as intelligent and upright as the bar of Massa- 
chusetts will solemnly indorse my assertion, 
that in .the southern courts, from 
highest to lowest, pleading for either liberty 
Or property, the negro has distinct advantage 
because he is a negro apt to be overreached 
oppressed—and that this advantage reaches 
from the jurorin making his verdict to the 
judge in measuring his sentence. Now, Mr. 
resident, canit be seriously maintained—that 
we are terrorizing the people from 
whose willing hands comes every year 
$1,000,000,000 of farm crops. Or have 
roboed a people, who twenty-five years from 
unrewarded slavery have amassed in one state 
$20,000,000 of property? Or that we intend to 
oppress the people we are arming every day? 
Or deceive them, when we are educating them 
to the utmost limit of our ability? Or outlaw 
them when we work side by side with them? 
Or re-enslave them under lega) forms, when for 
their benefit we have even imprudently nar- 
rowed the limit of felonies and mitigated the 
severity of law? My fellow countrymen, as you 
yourself may sometimes have to appeal 
at the bar of human judgment for justice and 


for right, give to my people tonight the fair 


and unanswerable conclusion, of these incon- 
testible facts! 

But it is claimed that under this fair seem- 
ing there is disorder and violence. This, I ad- 
mit. And there will be until there is one 
ideal community on earth after which we may 

attern. But how widely is it misjudged. It 
shard to measure with exactness whatever 
touches the negro. His helplessness, 
his isolation, his century of servitude. 
these dispose us to emphasize and 
magnify his wrongs. This  _disposi- 
tion, inflamed by prejudice and partisanry 
until it has led to injustice and de 
lusion. Lawless men may ravage a county in 
Iowa and itis accepted as an incident—in the 
south a drunken row is declared to We the 
fixed habit of the community. Regulators may 
whip vagabonds in Indiana by platoons and it 
scarcely arrests attention—a chance collision in 
the south among relatively the same classes, is 
gravely accepted as evidence that one race is 
destroying the other. We might as well claim 
that the union was ungrateful to the colored 
soldiers who followed its flag, because a 
Grand Army post in Connecticut closed 
closed its doors to a negro veteran, as for you 
to give racial significance to every incident 
in the south, or to accept exceptional grounds 
as the rule of our society, Iam not of those 
who becloud American honor with-the parade 
of the outrages of either sections, and belie 
American character by declaring them to be 
Siguificant and representative. I prefer to 
maintain that they are neither, and stand for 
nothing but the passion and sin of our fallen 
humanity. If society, like a machine, 
weré no stronger than its weakest part, 
I should despair of both sections. But, 
knowing that society, sentient and 
responsible : 
repair until the whole has the strength of the 
best, Idespair of neither. These gentle «on 
who come with me _ here, . knit ¥ 
Georgia’s busy life as they are, nevers~ § I 
dare assert, an outrage committed on a négro! 
And if they did, no one of you would be 
swifter to agtiey or punish. It is through 
them, and the men who think\* them— 
making nine-tenths of every soutiftn com- 
munity—that these two races bave been carried 
thus far with less of violence thag would have 
been possible anywhere else onearth. And in 
their fairness and courage and steadfastness— 
more than in all the laws thfat can be passed, 
orallthe bayonets that c be mustered—is 
the hope of our’future! 

But we are asked,‘* When will the negro cast 
a free ballot?’ When the ignorant, any- 
whero, can cast a halt not dominated by the 
will ofthe intel,.t. When the laborer, 
anywhere, casts his vote unhindered by his 
boss. When the poor, everywhere, are not 
“fluenced by the money and devices of the 
ruh. When the might of the strong 
and the responsible will not every- 
where control the suffrage of the 
weak and the shiftless. Then and not 
till then will. the ballot of the negro be free. 
Mr. President, I shall not go farther into po- 
litical discussion tham is mecessarv to make 
plat what is most misunderstooa, and what 

olds the kernel of this Whole matter. The white 
people of the south are banded together, not 
through prejudice against the negro, nor sec- 
tional estrangement, nor the hope of political 
dominion, but because of deep and abiding 
necessity. Here is this vast mass of ignorant 
and purchasable votes. Clannish, credulous 
passionate, and irresponsible. On the slight- 
est division of the white voté it holds the 
balance of power. It cannot be merged 
and lost in the two great parties 
for it lacks political conviction, and even the 
knowledge on which conviction is based. It 
remains a faction, tempting every art of the 
demagogue, insensible to the appeal of the 
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accepted as 
tion—in Virginia an in 
majority is declared to be proof 
fraud. I charge these facts and 
sir,to the heart and conscience of the American 
people who will not assuredly see one section 
condemned for what another section is ex- 


cused ! 

If I can drive them through the prejudice of 
the partisan, and have them read and pondered 
at the fireside of the citizen, I will rest on the 


judgement there formed and the verdict there’ 


rendered ! : 

It is deplorable, sirgthatin both sections a 
larger 
cast. But more inexplicable that this should 
beso in New’ England, than in the south. 
What invites the negro to the ballot box? He 
kriows that of all men, it has promised him 
most, and yielded him least. His first appeal 
to suffrage was the promise of ‘‘forty acres and 
amule.’’ His second, the threat that demo- 
cratic success meant his  re-enslavement. 
Both have been proved falsein his experience. 
He looked for a home, and heyot the Freed- 
man’s bank. He fought under promise of the 
loaf, and in victory was demied the crumbs. 
Discouraged and deceived, he has realized at 
last that his best,friendsare his neighbors with 
whom his lot is cast, and whose prosperity is 
bound up in his—and that he has gained 
nothing in politics to compen- 
sate the loss. of their confidence 
and sympathy that is at last his best and his 
enduring hope. Andso, without leaders or 
organization—and lacking the resolute heroism 
of my party friendsin Vermont that makes 
their hopeless march over the hills a high and 
inspiring pilgrimage—he shrewdly measures 
the occasional agitator, balances his little ac- 
count with politics, touches up his mule, and 
jogs down the furrow, letting the mad world 
wag as it will! 

The negro vote can nevercontrol in the 
south, and it would be well if partisans at the 
north would understand this. have seen the 
white people of a state set about . black 
hosts until their fate seemed sealed. But, sir, 
some brave man, banding them together, 
would rise, as Elisha rose in beleaguered 
Samaria, and, touching their eyes with faith, 
bid them look abroad to see the very 
air “filled with the chariots of Israel 
and the horsemen thereof.”’ If there is 
any human force that cannot he withstood, it 
is the power of the banded intelligence and re- 
sponsibility of a free community. Against it, 
numbers and corruption cannot prevail. It 
cannot be forbidden in the law, or divorced in 
force. It is the inalterable right of every free 
community—the just and righteous safeguard 
against an ignorant or corrupt suffrage. It is 
on this, sir, that we rely in the south. Not the 
cowardly menace of mask or shotgun ; but the 
peaceful majesty of intelligence and ‘re- 
sponsibility, massed and unified for 
the protection of its homes and 
the preservation of its liberty. That, sir, is 
our reliance and our hope, and against it all 
the powers of earth shall not prevail. It 
was just as certain that Virginia would come 
back to the unchallenged control of her white 
race—that before the moral and material 
power of her people once more unified, opposi- 
tion would crumble until its last desperate 
leader was left alone vainly striving torally 
his disordered hosts—as_ that night 
should fade in the kindling glory of the sun. 
You may pass force bills, but, they will not 
avail. Yon may surrender your own liberties 
to federal election law—this old state which 
holds in its charter the boast’ that 
it “is a free and independent com- 
monwealth’’—it may deliver its election ma- 
chinery into the hands of the government it 
helped to create—but never, sir, will a single 
State of this union, north or south, be 
delivered again to the control of 
an ignorant and inferior race. We 
wrested our state government from negro 
supremacy when the federal drumbeat 
rolled closer to the ballot box amd federal 
bayonets hedged it deeper about than will ever 
again be permitted in this free government. 
But, sir, though the cannon of this republic 
thundered in every voting district of the south, 
we still should find in the mercy of God the 
means and the courage to prevent its re- 
establishment!

I had 
Jyather see my people refider back this question 
lightly solved than to see them gather all the 
pone over which faction has contended since 
‘atalin conspired and Cesar sought. Meantime 
we treat the negro fairly, measuring to him 
justice in the fulness, the strong should give to 
the weak, and leading him in the steadfast 
ways of citizenship that he may no 
longer be the prey of the unscrupu- 
jous and .the sport of he thoughtless. 
We open to him every pursuit in which 
he can prosper, aud seek to broaden his train- 
ing and capacity. We seek to hold his confi- 
dence and friendship—and to pin him w the 
soil with ownership that he may catch in the 
tire of hisown hearthstone, that sense of re- 
sponsibility the shiftless can never know. 

And we gather him into that alliance of 
property and knowledge that, though it runs 
close to racial lines, welcomes the responsible 
andintelligent of any race. By this course, 
confirmed in our judgment and justifiedin the 
progress mene made, we hope to progrese 
slowly but surely to the end.

AsIattest it here, the spirit of 
my old black mammy, from her home up

ago she held me in her black arms and 
led me smiling in to sleep. This scene 
vanishes as I speak, and I catch a visionof an 
old southern home with its lofty pillars,and its 
white pigeons fluttering down through the 
golden air. I see women with strained and 
anxious faces, and children alert, yet helpless. 
I see night come down with its dangers and its 
apprehensions, and in a big and homely room I 
feel on my tired head the touch of loving hands 
—now worn and wrinkled, but fairer to 
me yet than the hands of mortal woman and 
stronger yet to lead me than the hands 
of mortal man—as they lay a mother’s bless- 
ing there, while at her knees—the truocst altar 
I yet have found—I thank God that she is 
safe in her sanctuary, because her slaves, senti- 
nelin the silent cabin, or guard at her cham- 
ber door, puts a black man’s loyalty between 
her and danger. 

I catch another vision. The crisis of battle 
—a soldier struck, staggering, fallen. I seea 
slave, scuffling through the smoke, winding his 
black arins about the fallen form, reckless of 
hurtling. death-—bending his trusty face to 
catch the words that trembles on the stricken 
lips, so wrestling meantime with agony that he 
would lay down his life in his masters stead. 
I see him by the weary bedside, ministering 
with uncomplaining patience, praying with all 
his humble heart that God will lift his master 


up, until death comes in mercy and in honor { 


to still the soldier’s agony and seal the sol- 
dier’s hfe. I see him by the open grave 
mute, motionless, uncovered, suffering for the 
death of him whoin life fought against his 
freedom. I see him, when the mound is 
heaped and the great drama of his life is 
closed, turn away and with downcast 
eyes and uncertain step start out into 
new and strange fields, faltering, struggling, 
but moving on, until his shambling figure 
is lost in the light of a better and a brighter 
day. And from the grave comes a voice say- 
ing, ‘‘Follow him! Put yourarmsabout him in 
his need, even as he puthis about me.

STEALING A LOCOMOTIVE.

WHEN THE CENTRE PARTY WON THE 
DAX IN THE REICHSTAG 


AND “ASKED FOR AN EXPLANATION 


The Socialists Are*Energetically Pushiug 
Things—The Great Strikes in Germany 
and Their Effect on Politics. 


; 


Brrim, December 14.—[Copyright 1889, by 
the New York Assdéciated Press.;—The suc- 
cess of the contre. party in the vote in the 
reichstag, relieving all theological students of 
obligation to military service, has stirred up 
a good deal of breeze in the upper world of 
politics and Bismarck complains in regard to 
itthatthe highest interests of the govern- 
ment service are neglected for the personal 
interests of individual deputies. The vote 
was, it appears, rather a snap victory for the 
centrists, and does not imply that they have 
been able to make any political combination 
which would give them the controlling voice 
in legislation which that vote seemed to im- 
ply they had secured. Many men of the Car- 
tel party were absent and the centrists seized 
the advantage due to that happy chance, The 
National Zeitung announces that the govern- 
ment will not accept the decision, and thus 
the accident of the absence ef the Cartel dépu- 
ties will not change the fixed policy of the 
government on this very important subject. 
It was indeed not to be expected that so grave 
an mfringement of the principle of the May 
laws should pass unchallenged before these 
laws themselves shall become totally obsolete. 

BISMARCK DID NOT LIKE IT. | 

Bismarck, in a natural explosion of dissatis- 
faction with this vote, wired 'Boetticher for an 
explanation, hauling him over the coals asa 
locum tenens who should have prevented it. 
Boetticher promptly threw the blame on every- 
ps involved in the Cartel combination, and 
explained that since the re-opening of the 
reichstag, they have not been in their places, 
but have been away doing what in the United 
States you call “taking care of their fences.”’ 
They were attending their electoral interests 
at home, and letting the May laws and other 
things’ in the reichstag take carefof them- 
selves.

Boetticher’s labor will not be an 
easy one. Every day has its caucuses and 
conventions in every populous centre of the 
empire; and sittings are continued from day to 
day of the organizing committees of conserva- 
tives, national liberals, hrogressits, socialists 
and-the rest. There is, indeed, exceedingly 
great political activity. 

ABOUT THE SOCIALISTS, 

Though all are active, the socialists are 
pushing things more energetically than the 
others. They have already brought forward 
205 oandidates, Their national committee is a 
strong one—Bebel, Gridlenberger, Liebknecht 
and Meistersinger. It assumes absolute 
authority forthe party, and annouces that all 
questions relating to elections must be ad- 
dressed to the committee and be decided by it. 
In districts where the party is too poor to face 
expenses of election the faithful must make 
their appeal to the committee before the first 
of January, and must name the sum required 
to make up the deficiency. 

ATF socialists are instructed to attend the 
general electoral assemblies to vindicate their 
principles, but to abstain frominterfering with 
purely partyreunions. They must not. that is 
to say, introduce any elements of friction to 
embarrass the smooth workings of the party 
machinery. The manifesto concludes with 
earnest and eloauent words on_ the 
importance of energy in the great elec- 
tion conflict and on the importance or fact 
that ail men brought to the front should be 
men of umblemished reputation. Comments 
of journals of the centrist party upon all this 
disc:ose an apprehension in government groups 
that a very admirable organization of social-— 
ists and their hearty discipline will make them 
troublesome customers and may enable them 
to carry many seats. The socialists themselves 
are hopeful on this point,and believe they will. 
have thirty-five members in the next reich- 
stag. As to this possibility much depends 
uyon the use that. Prince Bismarck 
makes of the apyeal of the miners 
for government aid and encouragement in their 
strike. He may respond to that in sucha way 
as will astonish the socialists; and he is a host 
without whom it is never safe tocouvnt. Itis 
certain that the strikors are a factor of great 
moment in the electoral game; and the prince 

MAY HAVE HIS INNING, 
as the socialist are having theirs; indeed, 
have had them in fomeutation of trouble. 
The strike giant gains in proportions ton- 
stantly, like the vapory figure that arose from 
the Arabian ssn an’s jar, and seems likely 
to fill the poJitical héayens. 

In spite of/the suppoNtion that the West- 
haljen strikers had been appeased, that strike 
sextending.

are employed and 7,000 of these are now out. 
while a strike of the whole number is threat- 
ened and is daily looked for. In lower Silesia 
it is decided there shall be a general turn up 
January 1, unless there is an advance of ten 
per cent in wages and a concession that eight 
hours is a day’s work. Employers declare that 
it is impossible to meet these demands. Com- 
plaints have reached the government that 
socialists agitators are taking a great part in 
the strike movement and have been address- 
ing meetings of strikers at Dortmund, Saar 
and other places. Two Beigian anarchists 
were arrested at Chemnitz while promulga- 
ting their doctrines among strikers there. 

SETTLEMENT SUGGESTED. 

Herr Beetticher, in conference with the 
directors of the Wésthalin mines, referred. to 
the importance of the speediest possible settle- 
ment with the men, in view of the impending 
elections. He pointed out that the discon- 
tented men, and especially men for whose dis- 
content there was any good reason, were a 
source of strength to the socialist party, which 
naturally helped to make it dangerous, and lhe 
urged that concessions be made to the men.

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TWO OF RUBE BURROW’S GANG ARE 
CAUGHT. 


STIRRING SCENE AT AMORY STATION 
Detective Jackson Kuns Down Two of Rube 


Burrow’s Principal Men and They Are 
' Now Confined in Aberdeen Jail. 


Birminenam, Ala., December 14—[Special.] 
Two members of the notorious band of train 
robbers and outlaws, headed by Rube Bur- 
rows, wére captured last night at Amory, 
Misssissippi, a station on the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham railroad, about 
one hundred and twenty miles west of this 
city. The captured men are Rufus Smith and 
Jim McClung, who have been with Burrows 
in most of his train robberies. Both men are 
natives of Lam@r county, Ala., and Smith is a 
cousin of Rube Burrows. The outlaws were 

CAPTURED BY TOM JACKSON, 
a detective in the employ of the Southern 
Express company, assisted by three Amory 
officers. The two men had been lurking 
about Amory for several days with Detective 
Jackson close on their trail.g§ Yesterday they 
entered the town, and going to the hardware 
store, called for Winchester rifles, but none 
were kept instock. Both men had pistols of 
large calibre; but carried no guns. The night 
express train from Memphis to Birmingham 
passes Amory about 2 a. m. About oneo’clock, 
the two outlaws entered the waiting-room of 
the depot, and took seats. Jackson, the 
detective, was watching them, and this was 
the opportunity he had been waiting for. As 
soonas possible, he found plieeseretes, 
THREE LOCAL OFFICERS, 

who agreed to assist him. The four men 
rushed into the waiting-room with revolvers. 

‘Hold up your hands!”’ they shouted to the 
outlaw. 

“This is the way we hold up,’’ answered the 
train robbers, as they drew their reyolvers and 
opened fire, which was returned. In a mo- 
ment the two desperadoes were overpowered 
and handcuffed. Detective Jackson was 
wounded i the side, and Smith, one of the 
outlaws, in the head, but neither wound was 
serious. 

‘‘We will be free again in a little .while,”’ 
said the outlaw, when they found themselves 
securely bound.

A PECULIAR POWER. 


The Mysterious Force Possed by a Balti- 
more Youth. 


BALTIMGRE, Md., December 14.—Louis, the 
16 year old Sonof Philip Hamberger, is pos- 
sessed of a mysterious power which is puzzling 
scientific men. This power enables him to 
make objects of considerable weight adhere to 
his fingertips, contact only being necessary. 
Both hands have the same remarkable power, 
though the right one does the better work. 

The tips of the fingers, which are more than 
usually fleshy, are capable of the greatest feats. 
He touched his fingers against a glass tube # 
inch in diameter, and they stuck’ with such 
force that as he pulled them away from it, one 
after another, there was a click. The ond of 
the tube thus raised was freighted with aplas- 
of Paris block, and onthis were gradually 
piled leaden weights until 54; pounds were 
reached. This he was able to raise with the 
open palms.

A Carious Sight Seen in Thomasville by Late 
Travelers. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., December 14.—[{Special. | 
There was a very rare and beautifal sight in 
the eastern heavens presented to Thomasville 
people returning from church Sunday night. 
The moon had arisen about half way up to the

WHAT THE JUDGE SAID.

‘There is a rumor afloat that the jury have 
agreed upon a verdict, but I do not think 
it is improper for me to state that 
any such rumoris simply ridiculous—ridicu- 
lous not only on the grounds of improbability, 
but on the grounds of the utter impossibility of 
any such information leaking from the jury 
room. can assure you, upon 
my knowledge that no communication 
of any kind has been received by any one from 
the jury,and that the jury has had no means of 
communication with any one. The officer in 
charge of the jury at this time has not for 
moment had au opportunity of either gaining 
information as to the jury’s condition of mind or 
of imparting that information to any one else, 
even if gained. So you see the utter ridieu- 
lousness of any such report. So far as the con- 
dition of the jury is concerned my mind ané 
the mind of every one who isin a position to 
be informed of any result is justas blank at 
thiz hour as it was at five o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon. It is only proper that this contradic- 
tion of all purported verdicts of the jury 
should go to the world.” 

SHUT UP FOR THE NIGHT. 

At 10:25 p. m., the large audience which was 
assembled in the court room was rapped te 
order by Sheriff Matson, who said: 

‘‘Gentlemen,I want to announce that therets 
no return from the jury, and Judge McConnell 
has left his private chamber and gone home 
for the night.

The Situation in Montana. 

The democrats. have definitely fixed the | 
responsibility of the legislative deadlock in 
Montana on the republicans. The repub- 
lican members of the legislature have re- 
fused to accede to the propesitien made by 
the democrats to submit the contested elec- 
tion cases to a committee of investigation 
composed equally of democrats and repub- 
Jicans. 

This proposition of the democrats is not 
Only fair, but magnanimous. They have 
mothing whatever to gain by submitting 
their case to arbitration. Their members 
from Silver Bow county, where the contest 
has arisen, hold their certificates from. the 
only official empowered to grant them, and 
their position is impregnable, ae 

The democratic proposition was to the-ef- 
fect that a committee of ten, evenly divided 
between the parties, shall be appointed to 
investigate the allegations of fraud in Silver 
Bow county, on which the state board of 
commissioners presumed to set aside the 
county returns. Instead of accepting this 
proposition, the republicans admitted that 
they had no case by rejecting it, and then 
proposed to organize the house provided the 
democrats would permit them to have a re- 
publican majority. ES 

This last proposition was all that was nec- 
essary to show the nature of the fraud that 
the Montana republicans are engaged in, 
and we think the democrats can well afford 
* “¢o permit the matter to rest where it is until 
the public sentiment of the people of that 
state compel the republicans to observe at 
least the pretense of honesty. 

The democratic position is this: The party 
have, first, the election returns on their 
side; second, the decision of the court in 
their favor; and, now, the refusal of the re- 
 publiecans to go into an investigation. As 


as already been stated in these columns, |. 
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| divided in the legislature, that the election 


of two United States senators depended on 
the returns from Silver Bow county. In this 
county the election was also very close, so 
that only the change ofa few votes was nec- 
essary to reverse the result. 

It was at this juncture that the republic- 
ans, with their usual appetite for fraud, 
conceived the scheme of throwing out the 
vote of one of the precincts of Silver Bow 
county. In this precinct the democratic 
candidates received 171 of the 174 votes 
cast, and it was urged by the republicans 
that this large party vote showed fraud, and 
forged affidavits signed by eight men were 
produced declaring that the signers had 
voted the républican ticket. Four of these 
eight men have disappeared, and the other 
four have made oath that their names are 
forged to the affidavits on which the repub- 
lican case rests. Other voters have come 
forward to declare that they were offered in- 
ducements if they would sign similar affi- 
davits, 

Thus the republicans of Montana are 
striving to carry out their party programe 
of fraud, but they are altogether too bung- 
ling. They will have to come east and take 
a few lessons from Chandler, Dudley and 
Quay. 


The Monument Fund. | 

Nearly $2,500 has been raised in the past 
week for the mqnument, in this city, to the 
memory of Jefferson Davis. 

This is not near enough to do the work, 
but it is more than enough to satisfy the 
people that a good start has been made and 
to insure the success of the undertaking. 

The committee appointed to arrange for 
the permanent organization of the Jeffer- 
son Davis Monument association will com- 
plete its duties early this week, and the 
work of taking subscriptions will be pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible.

Spain and Cuba. 

Senator Call’s resolution proposing that 
our government shall open negotiations for 
the purchase of Cuba has stirred up consid- 
erable indignation in Spain. 

The Spaniards are very sensitive whenever 
there is any talk about Cuba. For four 
hundred years they have bragged about the 
‘‘ever-faithful isle,’’ and their kings and 
queens in their official speeches from the 
throne have invariably referred to it as “‘the 
brightest jewel in the crown of Spain,” 

Naturally the proud hidalgees resent any 
suggestion of a change of ownetship. The 
Epoca of Madrid says that it is a mad idea 
—that nobody can take it seriously—that 
Spain will never part with any of her terri- 
tory, not even if a republic should be estab- 
lished. 

This is big talk. The home-rule idea is 
working in Cuba. The people of the island 
are tired of high taxes, a standing army and 
other disadvantages. They believe that as 
an independeut republic, or as a part of the 
American union, they would enjoy a degree 
of peace and prosperity now beyond their 
reach. 

With such ideas uppermost in the Cuban 
mind, and a hearty disposition on the part 
of the United States to aid and protect the 
people of this beautiful island, it requires no 
stretch of fancy to look forward to the time 
when Cuba will be sheltered by the Ameri- 
can flag. A change of government in Spain 
—arevolt of the Cubans—a tempting sum 
.offered by our government are contingencies 
likely to occur at any time In the near future. 

We have only to let things take their 
course. Like well-ripened fruit, Cuba will 
one day drop from the parent tree, and fall 
into Columbia’s lap. _ 


London’s New Peril. 

The gas workers of South London are on 
a strike, and the situation is serious. 

In London there are no electric light 
plants ready for business, and if the gas 
works stop the city, or at least South Lon- 
don, will be in total darkness. The author- 
ities at first proposed:to pnt soldiers in the 
places of the strikers, but the gas stokers 
issued a manifesto threatening a social rey- 
olution. 

The employes of the gas companies are 
desperate. They are determined not to let 
new.¢ten-take their acts; and, although 
500 policemen are surrounding the works, it 
is expected that a bloody collision will 
shortly take place between the strikers and 
the new workmen. 

Public sympathy is not with the move- 
ment. It ig a very different affair from the 
strike of the dockmen. The possibility of 
leaving the city for a few nights in darkness 
and-at the mercy of the criminal classes and 
the rioters is appalling to everybody. 

It is to be hoped that a just compromise, 
or the judicious action of the authorities 
“will relieve the strike of its unpleasant and 
dangerous features. There is so much at 
stake that London cannot afford to make 
a mistake in dealing with this army of 
angry and discontented men.

Casually Picked Up and Dished Out for the 
Public. e 

John Falvey, the- popular young Irishman 
who does business at the other end ofthe Broad 
street bridge isthe prince of fruit men between 
New Orleans and New York. His fruit business is 
the largest between those two points. He has made 
Atlanta the greatest southern fruit market, outside 
of New Orleans, and is pushing the business to a 
point of active competition with that great fruit 
market, Almost every banana sold in Geougia, and 
the greater part of those sold in East Tennessee, 
Alabama and South Carolina go through the chan- 
nel of Mr. Falvey’s house. His orange trade is a 
marvel in its way. 

A wonderful career it has been, too, that of Mr. 
Falvey's, who, seventeen years ago, earned his liv- 
ing out of a one- horse back that he drove himself. 
But he was known then as the best hack driver in 
town, as he is now as the foremost fruit man in 
Georgia. His business runs away upin the thou- 
sands, and it won’t be many years before he will be 
counted amoung Atlanta’s rich men. 

That shows what pluck and enterprise, Irish blood 
and a red head will do when judiciously mixed and 
properly applied. 


How many oranges do you suppose are sold 
every season in Atlanta? 

The record of last season shows that not less than 
one hundred and fifty car loads came here, each 
car with abouttbree hundred and fifty boxes, 
averaging about one hundred and seventy-five 
oranges to the box, making a sum total of nearly, if 
not quite, 10,000,000 oranges that are eaten in, or 
distributed from Atlanta. The orange business 
amounts to about $150,000 a year for Atlanta mer- 
chants, 

A commission merchant stood in his door a 
few days ago checking off an invofee of turuips and 
rutabegas from Indiana. 

“Itisashame,” he remarked, “that I have to 
send to Indiana for these things, when right here 
within sight of Atlantathey can be cultivated to a 
degree of perfection not excelled anywhere else on 
earth. Fulton county alone could raise enough of 
them to furnish the whole south, but it don’t do it, 
and consequentiy we have to send off for them.” 

There is a lesson in this that the farmers of Geor- 
gia oughtto profit by, 4,900 barrels of rutabagas 
come to Atlanta every year, worth $1.50 per barrel, 
and as itis with Atlanta so must it be, in propor- 
tion, with every other city in Georgia. 

California is running the European raisin 
out ofthe maket. Nine-tenths of all the raisins 
soid here now come from California, when buta 
few years ago southern Europe supplied the mar- 
ket. The raisin. industry of Cualifornia is 
assumingjimmense proportions and it will not 
be long before an European raisin in an American 
market will be as mueh out of place asa Georgia 
watermelon in a London green grocery. 

Eugene Spalding, for years the well-known 
car accountant of the Western and Atlantic raiiroad, 
is now at the head of the Southern Iron Car line, 
with headquarters in Atlanta, which company he 
organized a few months ago with the idea that a 
first-class freight car line, operated on a somewhat 
similar plan to that of the Pullman company, could 
be made successful and profitable. The Iron Car 
compeny controls 25 patents which protect the vari- 
ous features of the building of their cars, the frame- 
work of whichis made mostly of malleable ture 
iron, making them very strong, and weighing 
twenty per cent less than the ordinary yyooden car, 
lasting four times as longjand needing but little 
repair, while the woo®en car requires constant 
attention. 

Mr. Spalding has secured contracts for about 3,000 
cars with the leading railroads oi the country. The 
company can not fill the demands made on it. This 
company, which is one of the largest equipment 
lines in the country, proposesto crectin the south 
extensive car works, and have about decided upon 
Atlanta as the place of erection. 

This isanage of iron and the wooden car must 
give way sooner or later to the fron car. 

And .it wont be long before the o!d time 
stret car must get out of the way of the march of 
progress. Theelectric car is the thing of today 
aud everywhere it is sapplanting the mule car, 
Thatis, everywhere except on Whitehall street in 
tlanta, and if tlere isa more miserably conducted 
line on earth, its patrons deserve exceeding sympa- 
thy. Itis said, however, that relief is coming soon 
and that the West Atlanta comrany will haye its 
line in operation in the course ofa few months. 
The line, as about decided on, beginsat Marietta 
street, gues up Broad to Alabama, to Forsyth; up 
Forsyth to Cooper, out Cooper to Richardson, and 
from thence, through West End, to Westview cem- 
etery. A more profitoble line could not be built. It 
will certainly give great relief from the annoyance 
and loss of time occasioned by the present mode of 
transit for the people of that territory. 

Mr. Will Matthews, said to be the best drug 
drummer that ever took the road, said, yesterday: 
“Next to Atlanta, I do hot knuw a town in the south 
that I would rather invest in than Houston, Texas.

HE DIED IN THE WILDERNESS. 


A Widowed Mother Secking Information of 
Her Soldier Son. 

Frank McNary, private ip 126th Ohio, fed- 
eral army. 

Does any Georgia veteran or any Georgia surgeom 
know aught of him? 

It is his mother who asks—a widowed mother 
who wants to know the story of her boy’s death, 
The appeal comes from far-off Obio, F. 
T. Kyle, of Rix'’s Mills, a little place im 
Muskingum county,has written to Governor Gordon 
asking him some questions about his cousin, Frank 
G. MeNary. “I write,” he ssys, “in the hope of 
gaining some information which would bea com- 
fort to hisaged. lonely and now widowed mother.’” 

McNary was wounded on the field of battle on 
the second day of the battle of the Wilderness, May 
6th. General Gordon is written to as having com- 
manded the confederate troops which attacked the 
federal right, and the following questions are pro- 
pounded by Mr. Kyle: 

1. Did the federal wounded and dead of that part 
of the line fall into the hends of the contederates? 

2, Could yougive me the name and address of 
any confederate officer or private whohad charge 
of or be!ped care for the dead and wounded? 

3. Could you give me the uame of auy offi «tor 
attendant of the hospital into whose ban¢sg Bee 
might bave fallen? 

CAPTAIN HARRISON'S REPLY. 

This letter wasreferred to Captain W. H. Harrie 
son, who wrote ag follows: 

Mr. F. T. Kyle, Kix’s Mls, Ohio—My dear sin 
Genera! Join BR Gordon bands me your letter o f 
recent date and Instructs me to reply thereto, as 1 
was present on the léth of May, 1864; at the Battle 
of the Wilderness, and commanded a cormpany in 
his brigade, can possibly furnish as much informa- 
tion on the points you make inquiry about, 
Though lam very sorry that lam unable to give 
anv positive statement of your cousin, Mr. Frenk 
McNary. Ican say thata large pat of the line 
occupied at the opening of the fight by the com- 
mands of Generals Seymore and Shaler was taken 
and beld by General Gordon’s brigade of Georgians, 
The company I commauded was the color company 
of the 8Ist Georgia regiment, and our command 
went down the line of breastworks from which the 
federals were retreating. There were quite a num- 
ber of killed and wounded, and some 800 prisoners 
captured, including wounded. Generals Seymore 
and Shaler were among the prisoners. The dead 
were buried by our pioneers, and the wounded car- 
ried to the hospital and given the same attention 
bestowed on our own wounded. 

I bave caused your letter to be published in ous, 
state paper and requested the surviving surgeons, 
several of whom still live in this state, to say if they 
have any recollection of Mr. McNary and what was 
his condition and what became of him. 

If any trace of him can, in this way be found, I 
shallonly be too glad tocommunicate with you 
and through you to his widowed mother. Nothin 
would afford me more pleasure than to bring wor 
of comfort to her. For it may have been that som

THE AKERS FAILURE. 


THE CASE GOT INTO THE COURTS 
YESTERDAY, 


Possible Effect of the Failure on Business— 
The Banks Not Hurt—Mr. George Akers 
Talke. 


The failure of Akers Bros. was the main 
topic of conversation yesterday among busi- 
ness men. 

What caused tho trouble? would others be 
Involved? were questions asked a thousand 
times during the day, without anybody’s being 
able to give a definite auswer. AJlsorts of ru- 
mors were afloat. 

All that was known positively was that 
Akers & Bros. had failed, that J. B. Everett 
& Co. had bought the stock to protect them- 
belves, and thatsome of the other creditors 
were trying to have the sale set aside and a 
receiver appointed. 

SOME RAPID CHANGES. 

Early in the morning Mr. Everett appeared 
bn Forsyth street and appointed Mr. Charles 
Northern manager of the business he had pur- 
thased from Mr. Akers. Mr. Northern ac- 
eepted the charge and for two hours remained 
in possession. 

Attheend of that time he was notified 
through the telephone that Judge Clarke had 
Bpoointed a receiver upon the application of 
R. M. Gann & Co., who would immediately 
assume control. Mr. Northen sent at once for 
Mr. Albert Cox, his lawyer. Before the gentie- 
man arrived, however, Mr. J. M. Graves 
walked in and showed his order as receiver. 
When Colonel Cox caine, be advised Mr. 
Northen that his only course was to vacate. 
He consequently left and Mr. Graves locked 
the big front door and went away with the 
keys. 

THE RECEIVER SET ASIDE. 

As soon as Mr. Everett was able he ap- 
peared with Mr. Cox before Judge Clarke and 
petitioned to have the receiver removered 
from the property he had purchased. The 
court decided that the receiver should remain 
in charge ffor all the property 
outside of the inventory held by Mr. 
Everett and he would be obliged to givea 
bond of $50,000 for the possession of the goods 
until December 24th, when argument by both 
sides would be heard, and a decision given. 
Mr. Everett secured his bondsmen too late to 
be of service last night. Mr. Northen will, 
however, be in charge again Monday, 

MR. EVERETT TALKS, 

It was late in the afternoon when all the 
technicalities had been complied with and Mr. 
Everett had time to talk. He was on the 
point of leaving for Florida, he said, when yes- 
terday atnoon he was informed that Akers 
& Bros. were in difficulties. He immediately 
had an interview with Mr. Akers, and pur- 
chased all the stock in the Forsyth street 
warehouse to protect the $17,000 which was 
owed him. The inventory he recetved valued 
the stock at $11,000, and he also received a 
small amount of the Empire Milling company 
stock. 

Although Mr, Everett said he had little or 
no hope of recovering the entire amount of his 
debt he entirely exhonerated the Messrs. 
Akers from all personal blame. He claimed 
that although he would use every effort to 
avert such a contingency, if his firm were 
forced to it, they would lose the entire $17,000 
and yet not be financially embarrassed. He also 
said that he believed that it had been Akers 
Bros. habit to give notes for all goods pur- 
chased, at the same time securing the paper 
by good security. Therefore he thought that 
the loss by the failure would not be nearly as 
great to the creditors as was expected, 

HOW THE BANKS STAND. 

The rumor that the bauks would be losers 
by the failure had some foundation to it. 
Almost every bank in the city holds more or 
less of Akers Bros. paner, but in almost every 
instance it is claimed that the imdorsers on the 
paper are good and the banks would not 
suffer. 

Mr. J. Hass, of the Capital City bank, said 
that his house held some of Mr. Akers’s notes, 
but not many cr toa very large amount. He 
claimed that for some time he had known 
that Mr. Akers was giving out paper, and he 
had refused to touch it except when it 
came through other customers and was 
strongly endorsed. 

Mr. Porter, at the Merchants, with which 
Akers Bros. have done a great deal of busi- 
ness, said that he was not at all troubled by the 
failure. ‘‘We have some of Akers Bros. 
paper,’’ he said, ‘but itis all well secured.” 

President Hill, of the Gate City National 
bank, said that his institution held some of 
the Akers paper, bat the amount he refused to 
state,’saying that it all came into the bank 
through other customers well endorsed, and 
he did nol feel at liberty to make otker people’s 
business public. 

Mr. Paul Romare acknowledged to $4,000 
worth of Akers Bros. notes, but claimed there 
would be no loss to his institution. 

Mr. R. J. Lowry states that for some time 
he bad been advancing money on Akers Bros’. 
paver only when it came tothe bank in the 
natural course of business and was accompa- 
nied by bills of lading. 

Mr. George W. Akers. 

Mr. Goorge W. Akers returned to Atlanta 
last night, and was the guest of Mr. George 
E. Hoppie. He was thoroughly worn out with 
the excitement of the past few days. but con- 
pented to give a statement of his troubles. 

“There is no necessity,’ he said, ‘‘why any 
one should loose a cent, and our chief desire is 
fo pay every dollar we owe. Of course I can 
not give exact figures, but I can give a close 
approximation of our standing. Our liabilities 
are from $75,000 to $90,000, and our assets are 
from $100,000 to $110,000. So that,unless the 
money is frittered] away in useless, litigation, 
our creditors will not suffer. 

*‘One class of our creditors hold collateral 
to an amount far exceeding the amount of 
their claims and another small class hold no 
security at all. The surplus security held by 
some will have to be collected and paid over 
to the unprotected ones. 

WE HAVE GIVEN UP EVERYTHING 

and our only desire now is to see everybody 
paid in full. Some of the banksI think 
willlose something but not much. It is to 
the interest of a great majority of our credi- 
tors to have the business of the firm settled 
without a receiver being appointed. If, how- 
ever, one is appointed I fear for the result, as 
the margin is toosmall to allow any parts of 
its being waisted in lawyer’s {ices and legal ex- 
penses. 

‘Many causes led to our failure. The close- 
mess of thé money market, which followed the 
failure of the Kennesaw mills and the Central 
Elevator, was one cause, although we had no 
direct dealings with them, I think, however, 
the main cause was the 

DISCRIMINATION OF THE RAILROADS 
against us. The Southern Railroad and Steam- 
ship association isa curse to this part of the 
country. We have done all we could, in the 
way of petitions, but it has no effect. Isenta 
car load of grain to Brunswick, G2a., last week, 
and acar load from Nashville, Tenn., went 
through to the same for eleven cents a hundred 
Jess than I was obligedto pay. You can see 
whata difference that would make in my 
profits. This discrimination bars 
out all foreign capital which might 
be invested milling industries 
here and is .

An attempt may be made to break the 
sale, but it was made in good faith and except 
by some quibble I don’t think it can be broken.

Investment money grows more plentiful asthe 
ae of the year approaches, but the means of plac- 

ng it satisfactorily do not;increase—ih fact, the ab- 
sorption of weil known securities is so. constant that 
the supply is more and more limited, An issue of 
bonda on any old interest paying property is taken 
up almost before they can be prepared, and thus 
disappear into the hands of permanent investors, 
When they come out acain it is only in small 
amounts and always at advanced prices. In this 
connection it is stated that the Atlanta Sireet Rail- 
‘oad company will issue January 1, $460,000 first 
mortgage 6 per cent 40-year bonds, the entire issue 
to be limited to $600,000, of which $150,000 are to re- 
main in the treasury for permanent improvements 
to the property. We predict that these bonds, if 
offeredjto the home public, wlll be quickiy taken, 
These bonds are being engraved, but it is not yet 
determined wbether they will be sold in balk to se- 
curity dealers or whether they will be placed through 
local brokers. 

Capital City bank stock has been advanced an- 
olher poiut to 106 bid, but this price does not bring 
the stock out. 

It is reported that the Anniston and Cin- 
einnati and Anniston and Atlantic railroads 
have been sold by the ‘Woodstock Iron 
company for $1,200,000 cash. If this be true it 
will relieve that company of a floasing debt of about 
equal amount, as we are told, and favorably affect 
Woodstock stock, in which a number of Atlanta 
people are interested.

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THE CHICAGO MARKET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 


CHICAGO, December 14—Wheat—A very fair vol- 
ume of speculative business was transacted, and the 
market was steady with fluctuations confined within 
narrow limits.
